Kings and aceuſtomed 
(a 329-4 any Romaine Lieutenant among(t 1 
them. Neuertheleſſe it apeareth by S$rrabo, that : 
certaine Britiſh Princes procuring by Ambal- 
ſage and duetifull demenour the amitie- of the 
Emperor Auguſtus ( who purpoſed in perſon to 
haue come hither ) offred in the Capitol:to. the 
Romaine Gods preſents and gifts,and withal fub- 
mitted themſclues vnto- his Souecraignty &pro- 
tection,as vaſlales tothe Empire.After this Clate- 
dins and Veſpatian ſubdewing the Brittains' redu- 
cedthoſe partes that lie vponthe coaſt of France 
tothe obedience of the Romaincs , who: in pro- 
ceſle. of time ouerran, the beſt part of the lland 
goucrning the ſame by Licutenancs ,.ſo.as after 
an hundred years from their firſt arciuall, /a{vs, 
Agricola ( Domitian being' Emperor ) FOORERs 
the whole , & with his 'nauy fir{t compalled the 
ſame,being before yaknown,, whether 1t-werean 
Iland or part of the continet & firme' land .. The 
Remaines re{eruing tothemſelues and their ſub- 
iects rhe morefertile-and. commodious,;part of 
Land. left vnto-the barbatous .Brittaines which 
would not yeeld ro. their ſubiection, the Nor- 
therne,cold and leſſe frutefall ſoile.

It is not be doubted but there were many ther 


Brittaines , who becing bothat home andabroad 
continuallie inured and trained vp in martial dif- 
cipline by the Romaztnes, atchecued as great elti- 
mation in thoſe daies as any.other people of the 
world. 

Though this ſubicRtion- to the: Romazue Mo- 
narchie was manie times offenſiue to-the Brit- 
taines., by reaſon of the. inſolencie of ſuch vnto 
whome the adminiſtration of Tuſtice-was ſome- 
times committed by the Emperours ; neverthe- 
leſſe the, people: were nurtured and framed to a 
more.ciuile carriage of themſelues in there: or- 
dinarie, bchauiour , and alſo; were: diſciplinated 
by them in the practize of warre and good let- 
ters, whereof it came to paſle that this nation re- 
ccaued inthis time(in ſome meaſure)the.know- 
ledge of God, intheprotefſion of the name and 
diuine nature.cfthe God and man J/e/as Chriſt the 
cternall Sonne: of God, in whome alone the Fa- 
ther is manifeſted vnto the world: For though 
as yet the Romaine. Emperors theſglues had nor 

embraced Chriltianitze, yet(no doubt ) manic of 
| thole Romaaines that liued heere andmarriedavith 
the Britteines, wereiprofeflors of Chriſt , tho- 
rough the, preaching and;-g904 exarnple of life 
ofthoſe their true paſtors and Biſhops, who for 
the {pace of three thundred- yeares togither 
lived continuallie \in,perſecution;, {caling the: 
th | | certaintie! 
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certaintic and truth of their doQrine, with n 
horrible tortures'and torments cuen vnto' dearly; 
TheBri#tiſh King,that firſt rogether with his peo- 
ple recciued the badge of Chriſtian profeſſion, 
was named therevpon Zuc7us which commeth 
ofthe Latine word Zzx alluding ( as I ttke it ) ro

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:th the Pits the Caledonian Britaines , inuaded 
with ſuch violence thoſe other Britaines that 
wereſubie&ro rhe Remaime Empire. Firſt it is 
held moſt certaine, that before the time of Con- 
fantine the great, therewas no mention made of 
them in any writer, whereby it ſcemeth that till 
then their name was vnknowne to the world, 
Giraldus Cambrenſis in'hisBooke of the Inſtiruti- 
on ofa Prince,writeth; That at what time AMaxi- 
us (who vſurpedrthe goucrnment ouer the By#- 
$4ines ) paſſed ouer into Gale with a mighty Ar- 
mie, euen the ſtrength of the whole liland, to 
poſleſſe himſelfe of the Emperiall Diadem ; the 
two brothers and partners in the goyernmeat' 
thereof,” Gratian and Yalentinian ſort” hither by 
Sea, certaine bands of Gothes and Scithinns"td'in- 
uade the land, to the end thereby to proctite his 
returne,for the defence thereof,and ſo to pteuent 
his malice intended againſt them by thar his am- 
bifSus enterprice.” Theſe Barbarians being ari- 
ued,tookethe aduantage of the time, ſeized vpon 
the North parts of the If|and, andexpulſing the 
inhabirants, poſſeſſed themfelues of that coun- 
try. Butas Amianys writeth in his nine andtwen- 
tith Booke, Maximus at his returne ſubdued 
thoſe Scithians (whom he calleth gots) and flew 
_—_ their Captaine. Theſe being thus expel- 
led, tranſported themſelues'into /re/znd, where 


they remained vntilt che raigne of the great 0- 
neate,, for 10 Writetts the forclaid Girald in his 
ven: E.! deſcrip- 
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deſcription of Brittaine,Nello magno Hiberniz mo- 
narchiam obtinente , ſex fily Muredi regis Vitonte 
boreales Britannie partes occuparunt , unde ab þis 
gens propagate : et ſpecificato vocabulo Scotia wocat s 
v/q, in hodiernum , angulum illum nhabitant,Neale 
the great(faith hee)hauing obtained the abſolute 
Soucraignrie ouer /reland , lixe ſonnes of Aure- 
de King of Yiſter polleſled the North partes of 
Byittaine , of whomeafterwards ſprong a Nation 
called by.a peculier name Scotland, which vato 
this day inhabiteth that corner. Thus it appea- 
reth that the name Scotland was then firſt gen 
vnto that angle of Brittaipe to make a difference 
as it ſeemeth betwecnethe ſam, and that part of 
treland from whence theſe people camethither, 
whervpon it catne to paſle afterwatds, that their 
former habitation and Country was called the 
greater Scot/ard,and the latter , rhe leſle Scotland:

computation of FunZ?/us. The Scots ( faith he)re- 
turned. into Br/ttain?, hauing beene baniſhed 
from thence three and fortie yeares,bur hee fai- 
leth in that his account of thenumber of yeares, 
as Funitius well oblecruecth,who maketh the ouer- 
throwe that Alaximus gaue Engentus , to come 
to paſſe about the tenih-yeare of Yalentinian 
brother to Gratiaz , but ſome twentie yeares 
before. 

The Scotts hauing then laied a ſure foundati- 
on inacorner of this Iſland, committed the So- 
ucraigntie ouer them vnto Ferguſius, Nephew to 
the fore-ſaid Evgenins,in the yeare of our Lord 
God( after Faxttus) foure hundredand foure, a- 
| bout {cauenyeares after theirreturne out of Jye- 
land:inwhich tune they hadiinlarged there king- 
dome South-ward vntothe Scorrr(h fea , now cal- 
led the frith of Scotland. About ſixeſcoreyears at- 
ter,as may be gathered our of Beds, the North- 
umbridn Szxoxs. beeing- at: ciuile diffention a- 
mongſt- chemſelues , and' greatlic weakened 
by the often inuaſton of the Dames , the Seortes 
taking the aduantage/-,-- entred turther' mto 
the Land , and inlarged their dominion ouer 
a greatpart of their Countric, which before was 
extended 
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_ extendedto the river of Cluide,as by all anti iy 
5s is confeſſed. Herevpon ( as Maiſter Camden w 
Eo obſerueth ) ircommeth to paſſe, that the Scortes

men,arc deſcended from the Ergiiſb-Saxoms; and 
ſtill ſpeake the ſamelanguage. But the High-land- 
men \Weſtwardarenaturall Scots,and ſpeake their 
ancientand peculiar ſh, But for more manifeſt * * 
proofe that the Gothes which were ſent hicher by - 
the foreſaid Romaine Emperors, were the very 
fame people that were afterwards called Scorres, 
itis not to. bee omitted (as Maiſter Camden alfo | 
well obſerueth )that as the Lowe-land-men of Gey- 
_ manie call both Gothes and Scottes by one and the 
/ faniename Scutten: fo the Britainei (as appeareth 
_ out-of their Hiſtories ) called them both 7:Scop. 
King Alfead, who tranſlated Orofius aboue fixe 
hundred yeares agoe,, turned the:Latine worde 
Scotos into Scittdn. And art this day our borderers 
call them Sketts and Sketrs more often then Scots. 
Theteare alſo certaine Iflands beyond thoſe-of 
Orkney now called Scetlant,which no doubtrooke 
that name of _ __ I .

Wales and Cornwall, where 
through the naturall ſtrength by ſituation, they 
might the better ſaue themſelues from their e- 
nemies, who-neuer ceaſſed ro purſue them . The 
- Saxon word Walſh fignifieth Foraine, accounting 
the Britaines,alicns and-ſtran 
hath -euen hitherto retained both the language 
and linage of the ancient Brit#aines, but the Corn- 
walſh Briztaines,being neither ſomany nor ſo well 
tended by the moungaines reliefeas theother, 
were in ſhorttimeforced to tranſport theſcelues 
x0 their Countrimenthe 3Br/ta/zes on the other 
.lide of the. Sea, whonotlong before ( beeing ca- 
ricd ouer by Maxim the furper (as is afore- 
. faid ) had by force planted themſelues in that 
Prauincethen called _A4rmerica , ofthe {ignifica- 
tion thereof, as I baue already noted. Of this 
tranſmigration, of theſe firſt Britrarnes,lulrue Sca-

Theſe Saxons were not all one people but con- 
ſiſted of three ſeuerall Nations. viz. The Angles 
(who as it appeareth by their poſſeſſions heere, 
were the greateſt number)the 7#tes,8& the Saxors, 
bur they wereall the Inhabitants of ſome parc or 
other of Dexmarke . For proofe whereof, belides 
the authoritic of Bede, Maiſter Camaeys citerh an 
ancient Author, Fabius Ethelwardas who writeth 
thus.

Theword(l take it )commeth from the Greeke 

word Er , who the Latins called Aurora, whictris 

the firſt appearance ofthe Sun in the Eaſt, which 
the Germarnes call Ooft , whereupon I gather that 
their Eofter , was the diuine worſhip which theſe 
Pagans gaue the Sun at his riſing in that month, 
retoyling atthe approch of Sommer. In imitati- 
on of whom. the Chriſtians: baue ſince vſed in 
tune of prayer toturne their faces towardes the 
Eaſt,accordingto the manner of the ſtanding of 
our Churches Eaſt & Weſt. Hereby itappeareth 
wp ' the comingof the Saxons the profeſſionof 
bcilt, which before badtaken ſome lictle roote, 
wasnow.exterpate & plucked vp. But after 150. 
years from. their firſt arriuall. it pleaſed the Lord 
to.enlighten their vnderſtanding by the reading 
of, his. word,, with ſome knowledge ofhim, a- 
mongſt whom Ethelbert of Kent was the firſt Kin 

that together vi his ſubiecs receiued Ba if 
me (the badge ofour profeſſion )at the hands of

ward appearanceandſhow , then in ſubſtance of 
ſound Do@tine, out off the pure word of God, 
the writings of the Prophets and Apoſtles. 

' Egbert my reſumed the title of abſolute 
King ouer the whole Land, and eHEIS ng vato 
himtelfe and his poſteritic, the ſole Soueraign- 
tie ouer the ſame : the height of his conceiued 
happineſſe was ſodainly ſhakenby a mighty tem- 
peſt out off the Eaſt againe. For the Dares arri- 
uing herein his time, didafterwardes ſo much 
preuaile againſt the Engliſhmen, as that within 
the ſpaceot two hundred yeares , Swaxe King of 
Denmarke, hauing attained the poſſeſſion of the 
whole Realme Fefe the ſame vnto Carnes his 
ſonne , who together with his two ſonnes did 
ſucceſſively raigne one after another about twen- 
ry yeares. After the death of the two brothers 
hs goucrnement of the Land returned to the 
Engliſh bloudin the perſon of King Edward ſurna- 
med the Confeſflor, inwhom alfo it ended for a 
ſeaſon. This ſeruitude vnder the Dazes was more 
grieuous then any other before or after it, as 
Hollinſh:ad well obſerueth . For the Romaines v- 
ſedall kindof curtefie to thoſe Byitraines which 
continued indurifull obedience, alwayes defen- 
ding thE from their enemies malice,8& admitting 
them kings andrulers of their owne nation. The 
Saxons, and the Normans hauing in ſhort time 
atcaincd the Soueraignty, gaue ſpeedy endcothe 

3 miſcrics 
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miſeries and miſchieues incident to aconquelt. 

Bur the Dazes a long time moleſting the land 

by their ſeuerall inuaſtons,did not ſo much deſire 

to become conquerors ,as to make a continuall 

ſpoileand prey of the inhabitants , whereby the 

2 aa moſt extremely vexed and impoueri- 
ed. 

" Theſe Danes were a people, that long after the 
ariual of the Szxoxs here, COS hen intheir 
former habications, beeing tranſported thither 

out of the caſterne Countries,from ſome part of 
Scandia, of whome theſe peninſule or Ue-like 
proinges firſt rooke the name of Dane-marſbe, 

xecauſe they lic low, fubie& to. the ouer flowin 
of the ſea , according to the nature of 2&7; 4 
£m: Now the: Country by corruggion of 
peech is called Denmarke. 

The fourth and laſt conqueſt ouerthis land was 
made by the Normans. The manner whereof 
Maiſter Camdennow Clarentiaulx king at armes) 
hath very compendiouſly deliueredin the Latin 
rongue, whereforcit ſhalbe ſufficient for mee in 
this place-to followe him word by wordin as 

98. Engliſh as I can make him fpeake, as as for 
the moſt part I haue done hitherto. 

Edward the: confeſſor being dead'withour 1{- 
fue,the nobles and commons were at there witts. 
end, how to refolue about the admittance of a 
new King. Edgar (-ſ\urnamed Atheling,) grand- 
child to. Edmond. tronſide by his Father was the 
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onely iſſue male of the Sexoxbloud , to whome 
the crowne by right of inheritance pertayned, 
ur he beeing thought vnhe to gouerne by rea- 
{on of his minority , and hauing beene alſo bred 
and brought vp in Pannonia, by his Mother 
gathe Daughter to the Emperour Henrie the 
third, was not ſo gratious in the eyes of the Eng- 
Llbmen ,who regarded nothing more, then to 
hauec one to raigne ouer them of their owne na- 
tion. Therefore both the cies and heartes well , 
neere of all men were wholie fixed and ſetled 
in affe&tion vpon Harold the Sonne of Godwine 
highlie honored and renowned for his {inguler 
dexterity in managing the affaires of eſtate, as 
well in rune of warre as of peace. Foralthough 
hee had no cauſe to boaſt of Nobility, receauing 
that onelic ofhis Mothers fide, and that his Fa- 
ther had ſtayned himſelfe with a perpetuall note 
of infamie. Neuerthelefſe by his curtious car- 
riage towards all men, his liberality , and manlie 
corrage, hee was generally exceedingly fauored, 
Neither was their any other in whome was 
found more boldneſle to incounter an intended 
miſchiefe , or of better foreſight how to auoide 
it. His late victory ouer the welchmer was fo 
glorious in the iudgement of the people, that 
he ſeemed to want no-good*accomplement , re- 
quiftte in a great Commander as though he had 
purpoſely beeneborneto reſtore and vpholdrhe 
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Asfor the Danes who were then the greateſt 
terror to. this nation, It was hoped hee ſhould 
finde them fauorable enough becauſe Edithe his 
mother was ſiſter to Swaze then-King of Dcn- 
marke At any. other reſiſtance ſhould ariſe either 
athome orel{e-where-; hee ſeemed to be ſuffici- 
ny garded nor onely by the hands and heartes 
of the communalty , bur alſo- by his athnity in 
bloud, & alliance with the nobility, for his wife 
was filter tothe rwo brothers Morkar and Edwine 
the greateſt men in the Land, and;E4r/c+ ſurna- 
_—_ theforeſter( a man ofan aſpiring minde and 
in high authority) was alſo neerelic allied vato 
him... Withall ic fell out fortunatly for him that 
the DaniſhKing' was then ſet on worke at home 
by his enimy the. Sweaden . And. Philip of France 
was nothing gracious tothe. Normazne Duke, be- 
cauſe hee much miſliked that Edward the contel- 
{our had-in. the tine-of, his, baniſhment, and a- 
boade. in Normandze.,coucnanted to. make the 
Duke his heire to the, Crowne of Eng/andafter 
him, it hee ſhould deceaſe. without iflue of his 
bodie , For theperiormance.whereot Haro/d had 
offered to become. his furetie ardaſſurance, and 
further. had: thereunto bound: himſelfe: vnto 
the Duke by oath , while hee alfo. remained Cap- 
tiue with him, promiſing withall to/ maric his 
daughter.Forthis.cauſe manythought itthe beſt 
courſe to make the Duke their Binge rather by 
keeping promiſe with him,nor only for that they 
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 warotherwiſethreatned,& the miſcries comon- 
ly in ficted for thepuniſhmenr ofperiury might 
thereby beauoyded,bnr allo for that by the addi- 
tion of Normanazevnto the crowne of Eneland, 
vnder ſo mighty a Prince, the realme ſhould bee 
much ſtrengthned and the common-wealth in- 
riched . But Haro/dpreuenting further conſulta- 
tion, euen vpon the ſame daic an which the de- 
cealſed King was put into his graue, hee forth- 
with putthe Crowne on his head withour fur- 
ther | 6 ponnirrke his act didnot a litt!e offend the 
Cleargie, as beeing a breach of the Church her 
holic ordinance. Wherefore to ſalue that ſore 
(being not ignorant. how hard a thing it is fora 
Prince newlie aduanced , to hold his authoritic 
withour the opinion atleaſt of vertue and piety) 
& the better to confirtme the ſame , hee lett nos« - 
thing vndone that might aduice & pleaſure the 
eccleſtaſtical eſtate either for matter of profit or 
ornament. Furtherhe entertained the noble men 
with al kinde of curtifies , eſpecially Edgar Athe- 
ling who hee created Earle of Oxford. As for the 
communalty they were well caſedin their accu- 
ſtomedraxation & paimers. And on thoſe that li- 
ued inwanthe beſtowed liberal maintenance. To 
concludehis affability & curtious ſpeech, his re- 
dineſle to heare others/ſpcake, his indiffterency 
and vpright carriage betweene party and party in 
matter of controuerſie, made him both cloued 
& feared:the beſt ſupporters of authority.VVhen 
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the Duke of Normandy had inteligence of the 
dcath of the King, & what had followed thervp6 
in England, he ſeemed not fo much trobled with 
the loſſe ofhis Kinſman, as to thinke that there- 
with he ſhould looſe a Kingdom, wherof his cofi- 
denthopes had already taken ful poſſeſſis.Wher 


fore he preſently ſent ouer ſome of his Counſell, 


on ambaſſage to Harold, ro put him in minde of 
his former promiſe, and accordingly to demand 
the Crowne as of right ir appertained to him. 
Wherevnto after ſome deliberation they recei- 
uedanſwer. v:z. Firſt, for the promiſe made by 
the late deceaſſed King , it was ofno force ſeeing 
it reſted not.in his powrealone, to diſpoſe of the 
Kingdome .of Exg/axd at his pleaſure, neyther 
though the King might haue done it, was hee 
bound to yeeld therevnto becauſe he came to the 
Crownenot by right of ſucceſſion, but by free 
election. And as concerning his owne promiſe 
and oath, hee was vnwillinglic in the time of 
captiuitie drawne therevnto by force, fraud,and 
feare of perperuall impriſonment , made to the 
preiudice of the Realme, and the authotitic of 
the three eſtates ofthe ſame, and thereforerhey 
were to bee reputed voide and of no validitie, 
which hee neither ought to performe, neither 
(though he would) had he any warrant therero, 
ſeeing the: deceafſed King was not _— 
therewith, nor-yet had his ſubie&s conſent vnto 
it. Finally chat the Duke had no reaſon to make 
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claime to the Crowne of England conſidering he 
was aſtranger to the Sexoz bloud and linage , he 
him(ſelfe becing now by generall conſent and ap- 
plauſe of the whole Nation lawfully eſtabliſhed 
in that Throne. The Duke was nor a little diſ- 
leaſed with this an{wer , eſteeming it a bare and 
dde excuſe wherewith to colour his periurie. 
Therfore hee forth-with ſent ouer againe- other 
Ambaſſadors more ſerioufly to admoniſh him, 
what conſcience hee ought to:make of an oath, 
how odious the breach hens was both to God 
and man, not onely deſcruing puniſhment in this 
life, diſhonor.& endleſle infamic, but withall de- 
ſtructionofbody and ſoule in the world to come. 
Harold now vnderſtandingthat the Dukes daugh. 
ter was dead, who: before was affianced vato him 
vpon his former promiſe and oath. and was the 
very foundation and ground-work: for the ſame: 
theſe men were entertained with leſle curteſy the 
the former, neither could they get other anſwer 
ofhim,the before he had made.Now didal things 
tend to open war. The Nauy was forth-with fur- 
nithed of all complements pertaining there-to: 
Souldiers weremuſtered; watch and ward ſeta- 
longſt the ſea-coaſt , eſpecially in places of moſt 
aduantage for the enennes landing , and. wharſo- 
euer elſe was thought commodious either for de- 
fence or offence was with all ſpeede' put in readi- 
nes. Firſt of al,Toſty the Kings brother (beſides al * 
mens expecaaiion) gaue the on-ſct. This Man

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-being ambiriouſly minded, ſometimes gouerned 
in great authoritie ouer the NVorthumbrians , but 
abuſing his place by roo much ſeuerity ouer his 

Hp inferiors,extreamearrogancie and te rowards 

| his ſoueraigne ,and malice and enuic at the ad- 
uancement of his owne Brothers, he was deſer- 
uedly baniſhedby King Edward, and liued afcer- 
wardes in France. Toſtze, atthe inſtigation of Ba/d- 

* winEarle of Flanders, and of the Duke of Noy- 
mandic, as it was thought ( both hauing married 
Baldwines daughters ) began nowe to purſue his 
Brother with open warre, whom long before he 
had deadly hated in his heart. His Nauie confi- 
ſedof ſome threeſcore faile;and loaſed from the 

Coaſt of Flanders wherewith arriuing at the 

Wight, hee ouer-ran and waſted the Lle, paſſing 

fromthence he annoyed the Kentiſh Coaſt , bur 

* ing terrified with the approch of the Kings 

be #- Nawe,leauing thoſe parts,he directed his courſe 

Ss to the Coaſt of Lincolne-ſhire, where at his lan- 

S ding he was repulſed by Edwine and Morear, and 

8 -+ forcedto retire into Scotland, there to repaire & 
augment his forces. Herevpon it was doubted, 
that the Realme ſhould bee aſlailed on that ſide 
from thence, and on the other out off Vormanay. 
Therterror hereof made the deeper impreſſion, 

+ by reaſon of a Comet which appearing in feare- 
full manner, for-the ſpace Xi fircle leſle thena 
weeke together, diſpoſed mens mindes (as in 
ſo trobleſome a time it commeth often to paſle 

to 
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to an opinion and expeCtation of ſome gricuots 
euent portended thereby . \But Herold hauing a 
vigilant. eyeto his bufines-on euery f1de;ſtreng- 
theaed the coaſts all along the North parts with 
ſufficient detence.,, thou Sf not much doubting 
any inuaſton that Way , Lal Malcolme King 
of Scotts had his hands full at home thorough the 
ſedirion of his owne ſubieCts. In the meane time 
the Duke of Normandie ſet all his wits on worke 
which way hee might beſt effe&t his indeauors. 
Often he debated the matter with-his beſt expe- 
rienced Captaines whom he found alwayes verie 
forward in the enterprize for England. 
The onely difficultie reſted , by what meanes 
money might be-gorten ſufficient for diſcharge 
of lo coſtly a iourney . For when at a publike a(- 
ſembly of the States called together for that put- 
poſe; 4 ſublidie: was cam anſwer was 
made; that the:countrie was ſo mlchinpoueriſh- 
ed by the laſt warre with France, that if a newe 
ſhould-ariſc, it would bee hardly prouided to 
make defence for'iir ſelfe, for the which, it ſtood 
them vpon much-moreto make prouiſion, then _ 
I theſame, to hazard ff forthe getting 
of that; which-if they gotarall ;they looked to 
come by at fo deare a rate. Andthough the qua- 
rell were iuſt, yet the warre was not {A ce 


as dangerous . Finally that' the Normans were 
not bound to follow their Duke into wy foraine 


ſeruice, Thus by no meanes could they 


ce now 
perſwa- 
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ſwaded to partwith any thing, although /- 
am Fitzoſ bert( man highly citcemed both of 
Prince and people) labored the matter as much 
as poſhibl he ord ,and thereby to drawe on 0- 
thers by his example, hee franckly offred at his 
owne charge "to furniſh our forty ſhips towards 
this enterprice . The Duke ſceing hee could not 
preuaile this way,tried what might be gotten by 
priuate- intreaty , for the richeſt men 1n all the 
colitry being come before himyhe called ech one 
a part from the reſt,and ſo much preuailed by his 
faire words & curtious behauiour, that as if they 
had contended who ſhould giue moſt, euery one 
offred very liberally,ſo that after the perticuler I- 
tems were caſt vp,& accounted,the torall ſumme 
far exceeded the Dukes expettatis. Hauing thus 
obtained9 largea contribution of his own ſub- 
ies, he further, attempted what aide might bee 
ous of the Princes his allies & neighbors,the 
rles of Anion, Poittow, Le-Main,and Bollogne,to 
whom he promiſed vpon his good ſucceſls, great 
preferments in Ezglend . Allo he ſolicited Philip 
the French king offring, that if hewould afſiſt him 
| tathe conquelt of this Land, to bind himfelfe by 
oth ; to hold the crowneofhim , as of his Souc-- 
raigneLord & maiſter.But becauſe it ſcemed no- 
thing comodious to Fraxce that the Dukedom of 
Normandy,whichthen ftood bur in {lender awe of 
_ the king, ſhould be ſtrengthed by the addition of 
England ( for the'ouer great powre of a neigh: 
it our 
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bour nation is held amongſt Princes 2 dange- 
' rous point) Philip was ſo farre off from 060 
him any aide therin,as that he did what he coul 
to diſſwade him from it.Neuertheleſſe the Duke 
would not by any means be remoued from that 
he hadalreadie ſo farre forth vndertaken, but was 
the more forward being now alſo backed & inco- 
ragedby the enterpoſed authority of Alexander 
Biſhop of Rome, who now firſt began to vſurpea 
nero and commandouer Princes , For 
his Holineſſe ratifying the Dukes intereſt, pre- 
ſented him with a haliowedbanner, as an aſſured 
token ofhappy lucceſle; wherfore hauing gathe- 
red his whole powre in redineſle at SY aleries (a 
lictle ctowneſcituatat the entry ofthe riuer Some) 
the Nauic attended a fairewinde, which becauſe 
| they could not haue ſo ſone as they would, the 
Normans weried the poore Saint-( Patron of that 
prRoywen the multitude of vowes and did ouer= 
oad him with their continuall offerings. Harold, 
who had all this while;zwith-his people waited in 
vaine on the enemies landing, determined with 
himſelfe to diſmiſſe his army, and to diſfolue his 
nauy for thattime, as well becauſe his prouiſion 
£f cornefayled, as alſo hauing receaucd letters 
fro cheEarle of Flanders;fignitying that the duke 
- purpoled to ſtir no further that yeare,which hee 
the rather belecued, becauſe winter approaching 
(for the ſun was returned to his latter equinott 
all period ) the. ſeaſon was vnlit for _—_— 
ut 
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Ta + But his armie was no ſooner diſmiſſed, burhe 
"5 was conſtrained, by an vnexſpetted occaſion, to 
EO  -gathertogether his' difpearſed forces . For Ha- 
rold Harfager King of Norway, playing the Pitat 
alongft the Northen coaſts, had alredy ſeized oh 
the iles of Orkney,intiſed thereunto by Tofty,who 
had puthim inhope of attayning the Crowne, 
and were together entredthe riuerof Tz: with 
ſome few lefſe then fiue hundred ſimale veſſels. 
There forces thus vnited, they tooke ſpoile of 
the Countries adioyning, paſſing from thence 
alongſt the coaſt of Yorkſhrre ,rill they etitred the 
Riuer of Humber, making whatſpoyle they could 
onether ſide; Inthe meane time the two Erles 
Edwine and Morcar gathering'vp cettaine difor- 
dredtroopes, ſuch asthe' Country vpona ſud:- 
daine could afford, made head againſt them, but 
being repulſed by the Noruegians, many ofthem 
together with theretaptaines ſaned them ſelues 
by flight, but the greater mumber vnaduiſedly 
ruſhing into the Riuer of Ouſe( thereby hoping 
to haue eſcaped)periſhed inthe water.After this 
blowe, they prepared to beſiedg Torke, whether 
being come ſooner then was looked, the Citric 
was ſurrendred and hoſtages deliuered on bothy 
ſides. Within fewe dayes, Harold of England ha- 
uinginhis paſſage gathered what forces he could 
commeth to Yorke, from whence purſuing the 
Noruegians , he found them very ſtronigly incam- 
ped, hauing on their backes the maine Ocean, on 


there 
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their leaft hand theriuer of Humber , where their 
ſhips lay at Ancre,and vpon the right hand anda 
front they were pretily defended by the riuer 
Derwine. All this not-with-ſtanding Harold aſlai- 
ledthem very couragioufly . The fight began vp- 
on the bridge whereon it is ſaid , that a Norwe- 
gianalone,along time kept back the whole armic 
of the Engliſhmen from paſſing ouer,vntill he was 
ſtroken Tow with aDart. The armies being 
ioyned, the fight continued a good while, with 
doubrtfull victory on cither fide, bur in the end 
the Norwegian hoaſt was wholy defcated , of 
whom the greater number together with their 
King and his partaker Toſtie, were {laine in the 
batraile. This victory brought alſo with it a rich 
bootie,for beſides much treaſure,they left behind 
themall their ſhips, ſauing ſome twentie of the 
worſt,which were beſtowed on Paul Earle of the 
Les of Orkney, and on Olive ſonne to the Norue- 
:anKing , therein to carry home their maimed 
Touldiers , hauing firſt taken an oath that from 
thence forth they ſhould neuer moleſt this land 
againe . Fortune thus ſmiling on' our Harold, 
made him eſteeme very highly of himſelte: for 
| np that the Normans would now ſtand in 
are of his mightineſle , hee began to make leſle 
account obhis ſouldiers,not reſpeRtinghow flen- 
derly hee rewarded thett for their late good (er- 
uice,but reſeruing to himſelfe, and ſome fee of 
his fauorites, the whole wealth attained by this 
7 D victory, 
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victory, he became odious to his owne ſubic&s. 
_The North parts being thus diſtempered by this 

-  »inuaſion- from Norwaſghe eas applicd himfelfe 
© to ſet all things there in good order and faferie 

. againe.. Inghe meane time the Duke of Normandy 
taking the offered oportunity, about the'ende of 
September hoiſed-vp his failes and withafauo- 
4Þ»(;) Fable windelanded his whole army at* Pevenſic in 
wg; Suſſex,cauſing his ſhips to beſet on fier,, thereby 
ing from his ſouldiers allhope of ſauing the- 
ſelues by fight -Hauing builded here ſome for- 
tifications, he marched from thence alongſt the 
ſea coaſt to Haſtings , wherealſo hee rayſed an 0- 
ther fortreſle, —_ furniſhed them both with ſuf 
ficient ſtrength for their defence . Here be'publi- 
ſhed the cauſes mouing-him to, vndertakethis 
cnterpriſe, namely , to bee reuenged on the out- 
rage commitred vponhis Colin Hfred;whom 
rogither with diuerſc' Normans,Godwine, Father 
to Hareld had wickedly- murthered .: To take re- 
e on Harold himſelte as well for cauſing 
Robert che Archbiſhop of Carterburiero be bant- 
{hed the Realmeinthedaies of King Edward, as 
alſo for yniuſtlic detayning from him-the king- 
dome of England, contrary to his faithfull pro- 
miſcand oth ,. Bur in-any caſe hee ſtrialy tore- 
badde his Souldiers-to inflict anie outragious 
calamities yponthe counttie people: knowledge 
heereof, was preſently brought-to king Harold 
who thereypon without ſurrhet deliberation , to 
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the end hee might the moreſpeedily incounter 
the Normans, diſpatched his poltes into allthe 
partes of the Realine , increating his ſubicCts ro 
perſeuer intheir loyaltic anddueritull obedience 
vnto him, and hauing gathered what powre by al 
- poſſible means hee could, by long torneyes hee 
came in fewe daies to Londen: Huther the Duke 
ſcat his ambaſſador, who demanding reſignation 
of the kingdom vnto his maiſter, very hardly eſ- 
caped with lite, fo much was Harold inraged a- 
gainſthim .For by his late victory ouer the Noy- 
weeians he was {0 cncoraged, that nothing could 
noxw appall & daunt him;  Hereturned the Duke 
anſvere,that ynleſle he: would forth-with draw 
homewards, itſhould be worfle for him . Butthe 
Duke in modeſty replied,and in curtious manner 
diſmiſſed the meſſenger. Herold in the meane ſea- 
ſon muſtering his nico at Zoxdon,fourd char fince 
the late: conflict with the Norwegian: , his forces 
were fhrewdly weakned,neuertheles by reaſon of 
the ok the Nobility-and-others.(whome 
the loue of their country brought thither ro the 
defence of the ſame; againſtadangerof like pre- 
iudice tothemall) a great army:;was fromrhence 
ipcedlly conducted by hinifelfe mro-Sufex; what- 
| locuer, perfwaftian'; bis: Mother couldvſe tothe 
contrary. notwithſtanding; andwithan mirc. 
ble corrag he encamped his. haa{tin« faire-plaine 
with in lelle thenſeauen miles of theenemy. The 
Dake. approaching Wes lits:efpiales ws 
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the other did ,to gine intelligence one of the o- 
thers demeaner .'t hey of the Exe/iſh part(ceither 
of ignorance or ay avs 0m roterrifie their king) 
cxcertingey extolled &-preferred the Dukes ar- 
mic., both tor number,furniture , orderlie difpo- 
ſition. , and conduction of the fame . Info 
much as Githe the» Kings brother ( an expert 
warriour ) holding it not conuenient to hazard 
the looſing of all vpon the ſucceſſe of one bat- 
taile ; aduiſed the King notto be ouer forward, 
ſhewing him how vnconſtant fortune vſerh to 
ſhew- her ſelfe in martiall aduentures;, favoring 
thoſe for the m—_— thar are of leaſt defart. 
- That an aduifed delaie was reputedaprincipall 
point of military diſcipline. That ifhe had pro- 
miſedto reſerue the Crowne to the'vſe and be- 
. hoofe of the Duke (as it was iuſtified) hee then 
2 held it fit , he ſhould retire his perſon,confide- 
= ring that without a goodconſcience no force or 
powre whatſocuer ſhould ſtand him inſteed. That 
God: himſelfe would take reuenge vpon faith- 
breakers . Thatnothing would more diſmay the 
enemy., then to be ſer ypon till afreſh with new 
ſupple , offring thatif he would committo him 
the aduenture of thatbartile , he would not faile 
t& performethe parrboth ofa fairhfult brother, 
af our nr tair hong _— 
ting his quarre n warratitofa good conſci- 
E's Dus he knewe)thould Wl At happy 
ſaccelle againſt rhe Normans, ornotvahappily 
oY ; 
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give his life for thelouc he bare to his King & 
Country. Harold was much”offended hereat, as 
eſtceeming ita ſpeech ouermuch ſauouring of dif- 
graceand _—_ to his perſor. For as he would 
rake in good part whatſocuer euent followed the 
battell, fo couldhe not/indure in any ſort to bee 
raxed of want of courage.” Whetefore as touch- 
ing the commendation giuen to the behauiour of 
his aduerfaries, he lightly regarded that report, 
neither (as he tooke 1t)could it be without great 
diſhonor to his former renowne, that beeing 
come to the repulte of the laſt danger which hee 
was like to fall into , hee ſhould now ſhrinke and 
fearcfully wich-drawe himſelſe.” In this manner 
doth' fatall deſtinies bewirch their ſenſes, whom 
they meane to bring to deſtruction, While theſe 
things were thus debated , Duke /7/l;am prefer- 
ring the care he had to auoidthe effuſis of much 
Chriſtian bloud , ( which in that quarrell was 
likely to bee ſhed) before any particular reſpe& 
of aduantage to himſelfe,ſent a Munke to Harold 

with this meſſage : Either to ſurrender vuto him 
the Crowne and Scepter of Exg/and, orelſe to 
acknowledge thence-torth to hold them vnder 
him, as in his right . Butif the title muſt of ne- 
ceſlicy betryed by Armes, then to haue it deter- 
mined by ſingle Combat berweene themſclues. 
If none of theſe offers would be accepted; rhen 
to commit the cauſe to thehearing and derermi- 
nation of the Biſhop"of Rome, as an indifferent 
D 3 Iudge 
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Tudge:and vanpire betweene them . Herold an- 
ſweredthat it was not in his powre to yeald to a- 
ny oftheſe offers, but hee referred the diſciding 
of this waightic cotrouerlie to the final ſentence 
anddecree of the ſupreime. and celeſtiall ludge, 
and moderator of all humaine aftions . That on 
thenext morning, beeing the foureteenth day 
of October, hee would not faile to giue him 
battell, vainely imagining to haue the berter ſuc- 
celſe becauſe it was his Eibalas, The Exzliſh- 
men ſpent all the next night in exceſſue rior, 
but the Normans contrariwiſe paſſing the ſame 
without any miſdemeanor gaue thetnſclues who- 
lyto holſome meditations andexerciſes of deyo- 
tion;'Atthe apearance of day , cuery man prepa- 
redhimſelfe to the fight. Onthe Exe/h part, the 
Keiitiſhmen were placed in the front of x» battell 
(ro whom that Ko pertained by an ancient -cu- 
ſtome) with their Halberds in their /handes, Hz- 
rold with his Brother, the Zandoners , and thereſt 
of his army,made vp the! whole Bartel. On the 
Other fide Roger Mongarery & 14liam Fitzoſbert, 
had the leading of the Vangard which contfilted 
of horſemen of A#zou, & of the contries of Perth, 
Le-Maine and Britaine,\of whom a great number 
ſerued vnder the Br/ta/ne Fergent., The midle bat- 
raile(who were Germa#nes & Pittoines was condu- 
ed by Galfred AMartell;& a Germaine . The Duke 
himſelfe managed the-rereward, wherin-was pla- 
ced the rengih of his nation & the flowre of his 
Nobility 
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Nobilitie. Theſe three battells were thorow out 
enter.ined with the Norman Archers. The NVoy- 
»:ans being thus marthalled; ſounding the alard 
without any confuſednoite , aduancedthEſelues 
forward, & withall from enery ranck mounting 
their Arrowes in the ayre, they fell on the Engz- 
liſhmona5 thicke as haileſtones,wherat they were 
not a little diſinaide hauing neuer before beene 
acquainted with ſuch kind of weapons,fro'whoſe 
annoyance no man was tree, cucn inthe middeſt 
of their owne forces. This ſtorme(vnlooked for) 
becing blowne ouer,thc Normazys torth-with ran 
fiercely vpan the foreward of the Engliſh Armie, 
who re{oluing rather to die where they {ſtood the 
to giue ground, keeping themſelues cloſe toge:- 
ther, repulſed the enemie with no {mall Ioffe and 
diſaduaitagevato him. Neuertheles he forthwith 
gauea freth aflalt,whereat,with terrible outcries 
both armies ruſhed one vpon the other. Beeing 
now.coped together at hand blowes, the tight c0+ 
tinued ve: y hotlic for a good ſeaſon, but the Exg- 
liſhmen {till keeping their aray (as if they had bin 
linked oneto another) reſiſted the others malice. 
The Normichauing receiued mariy-wonnds were 
withal ready togiue back,had not the Duke(plai- 
Jug the pareno leſls of a Souldior tthenofavigi- 

it Caprain)asmach'by exampleas by directs 
incoragedthEto ftandeo'it manfully, Thefight 
thus ſt1]l maintained 0n' either fide, 'the Norma 
horſemen, withall;poſlible force charged: "yuh 
Yi D4 them 
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them, and withall powring out, a new tempeſt 
of their airy weapoas, with the violent fall of 
their arrowes,did ſeeme cuento beate thE down 
to the ground. But the Ezelibmes without any 
# diſorder abide this brunt alſo. For Hareld per- 
4 forming the part ofa moſt valiant Captaine,was 
HW. ſtill at Fand , Where occaſion required go inco- 
FE | rage his men. Neither came the D uke behinde 
him in that reſpe&t , who hauingnow had his 
horſe twice ſlaine vnder him,and perceauing that 
by the only vertue of his powre hee ſhould nor 
preuaile; aſſaied what might be done by {light & 
policy.Wherefore cauſing the trumpets to ſod 
a retreate , the Normans Without breking their 
array,did retire and giue backe . The Engliſhmen 
miſtaking their meaning, thought the vikory 
now their owne, and withall ,(no reſpe& had of 
keeping order ) they purſued them moreegarlic 
"HY then warily,which the enemy perceauing, & tak- 
=—  .  iigthe ex{pctedaduantage,vpon a ſudden tur- 
22, nedagaine, and redily reducing his troopes into 
”"_ £90 order,ſct ypon thetna freſh & madea great 
Sper of them. Many ,were beaten downe 
while they were thinking whetherit were better 
to fight or to flic . But the greater number keep- 
ing their ſtand cloſe togither on the heigth of a 
and incoraging one the. ather not to thrinke, 
by manuue fought it- our a Jong time, as ovgs 
"3 they had purpoſely. choſen thar place to giue 
b.. morehonor ynto-their deaths fh the ead Herl 
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being ſhort into the head with an arrow,togither 
with G:the his brother,ycelded vp their fainting 
ſpirits . Edwine and Morcar with ſome fewe moe 
eſcaping by flight , gaue place to time & thedi- 
uine prouidence , after the —_ had continewed 
fro the firſt appearance of daylight vnto the ſhut- 
ting vp of the ſame. In this batraile were ſlaine of 
Normans fewe lefle then ſixe thouſand, but of 
the Eneliſhmen a farre greater number. The Duke 
hauing obtained this notable victory had no 
ſmall cauſe to reioyce thereat: neuertheleſle hee 
attrbuted the honour and glory thereot to the 
giuer of all happineſſe,and by publique thankes- 
giuing acknowledged the ſame . Hee lodgedthar 
- night in the field, his pauilion being ſet vp in the 
middeſt of the deade bodies. The next day ta- 
kinZ3 order for the buriall of the dead on both 
ſides,he returned to Haſtings , as well ro conſult 
tn what ſort to / 20+romy his latevitory,as allo 
to giue ſome refreſhing to his wearied army.But 
when the wofull relation of this overthrow was 
brought to the Citic of London, and to other 
parts further of, the whole realme was greatly 
a0 cs therewith, as being then men vtterly 
orlorne. Githe ( the mother of Harold) after the 
manner of women, gaue ouer her ſelfewholie to 
greeuous lamentations ,and with moſt humble 
petition obtaining of the Duke the dead bodics 
of hir two-ſonnes , ſhe cauſed them to.beburied 
m the monaſteric of waltham . Earle Edwine 
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ſent -4/2ithe (rhe Queenes fifter') into the far- 
theſt partes 'of the realme, aduiling both the 
Noblemen and commons to awaken their heauic 
ſpirits ,and to conſult betimes vpon ſome good 
courſe for the prelent reliefe oi rheirdiſtreſſed 
&languiſhing eſtate. The Archbiſhop of Yorke, 
the Londoners andofficers of tke Name, thought 
ir beſt ro make Edgar Atheling their King, and to 
ather new forces out of hand to incounter the 
Duke - The two Earles Edwine and Morcaar te 
cretly practiſed how to ſet the crownevpon one

Ln VkeWilham hauing by force of 
5 armes 11 manner atoreſaid ob- 
# taincd the Soueraigntice ouer 
this land,was with much ſolem- 
nitie-crownred King of England 
on Chriſtmas day ; in theyeare 
of our redemption 1066. who 
taking vpon him the part of a Conqueror, per- 
formed the ſame in his right kind: for abrogating 
the ancient lawes and cuttomes of the land, hee 
eſtabliſhed others, ſach as either he had brought 
out of Normanaie, or that he thought more fitte 
for the preſent goucrment of the Exe/ſb nation. 
And further, taking from the Engliſhmen their 
lands and poſſeſſions, hee beſtowed them on his 
followers and partakers in his conqueſt, at his 
owne will and pleaſure. Herevpon(as alſo by ma- 
nie other extremities _ offered more and 
more, to all degrees and eſtates, ) o__ men 
eſpecially, who (thorow the ou c of their 
mindes ) could worſt indure ſo many indignities, 


conuaied them-ſelues out of the realme, ſome in- 
ro one country, ſome into another , hoping to 
finde ſuch fauour with forraigne Princes , as with 
their helpe they might happily: one day finde 
meanes ro bee reſtored againe to their former 


eltates and dignitics/in their native Countrie.

Atthe firſt incoun- 
ter the Scoriſh horſemen were pu to flight, ſome 
fewe only exceptedthat kept the footmen inor- 
der,the ſecond bartraile being aſlailed by the Exg- 
men both before and behinggafcer ſome ſmall 
reſiſtance was alſo wholy oueyWrowne , fewe or 
none eſcaping with life , wallazF hauing mantfully 
maintainedthe fight while hee was ableto make 
reſiſtance, and now ſecing himſelfe ouercharged 
a front , and Brxceat his backe (who ſerued Par 
day on the Eng/iſhpart ) readie to intrap him, hee 
thought ir belt to faue himfelte, inas good fort 
as hee could , and therefore retyring with thoſe 
few that remayned, to the further bye of the ® 
uer Carront,he ſo eſcaped. After this ouerthrowe 
hee neuer appeared any more in thefield, bur 
greeuouſly complayning of the cnuy and mo 
.: | whic 
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| Edwardthe fiſt King of England, 
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| which the Scottſh Nobiliry bare towards him, hee 
renounced althe authority committed vnto him 


and withdrew himſelfe to his accuſtomed (olita- 


rineſſe. About ſeauen years afterthis, he was be- 
traied by one of his moſt tamilier friendes, ſent 
into Exgland, arrained and condemned of trea- 
ſon,and for the ſame executed, his head was ſet 
on London bridge , and his foure quarters beſto- 
wed vpon the gates of the' chiefe Citties and 
townes of Englandand Scotland. The Scotiſh wri- 
ters do hieghly commend the notable courage 
and reſolution of this man, who alone would ne- 
uet be won by faire means or fowle,to yeald him 
ſelfe to the enemies (as he tooke it) of his coun- 
tries liberty , but ſtill ro his power defended che 
ſameby all means that -oſſibly hee could deuile. 
This blouddy batraile was fought on Aſary Mag- 
delens day inthe yeare of our redemption 1298. 
VVhereat was flaine /7ohz Steward brother to the 
Lord Steward, Alueduff Earle of fife,& the valiant 
knight Saint lohn Gratham ,belids many other of 
good reckning , inthe whole to the number of 
I500.Aat theleaſt, withvery ſmal loſle or none at 
all(to ſpeake ot)of the Eng party. This victory 
thus atcheiucd the Engizſh army marched for- 
wards to the towne of 5. Andrewes. trom thence

Caſtle of Sereaveling , Burj vn- 
derttanding that king Edward was gathering new 
forces wherewith to center into Scot/iadagaine, 
they began to. conſult what was. belt ro be done, 
not only for:the preuEting-othis p refer approch 
bur eſpecially forthe recouery of the kingdome, 
which was no\w ingreatdanger:-by coquettto be 
annexed to:the Crowne of Exgf: In the end they 
reſolued with all ſpeed to-procure an abltinence 
from war, tothe intent that. in the meane ſeaſon 
the-might labor Pope Bor#face, to take'vpon him 
the protection of the realme of Scotland: there- 
by toauoid& ſhake off al maner of {ubiectionto 
thekingof England: forthe Pope had lately be- 
fore ſo far preuailedalreadie; with king Edward,” 
as that athis intreaty John Bailzol was committed 
to the cuſtodie of theBiſhop of Cambray; who 
vadertooke in the Popes behalfe,thathis liberty 
ſhould-not preiudice-the quiet eſtate ofcither

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nation Enz/: or Scotland. According ro this their 
reſolution,thelords of Srork procured Phylp de 
Falots the French king, to effedt this their deſired 
trace: which was granted for eleven months, to 
Whirſontide following, beeing the moreecalilie 
copaſſed by him, by reafs king Edvard had lately 
before married his ſiſter. Hereupon for this time 
the army was difſolued beingenen ready ro haue 
entred into Scot/z4.in the meane time the Scozzhh 
lords ſent Ambaſſadors to Rome,prelcting to the 
Pope a grie ous complaint of the tore of 


king Edward. That hee was fully bent to make a 


conqueſt of their conntry,vnleſle ir wouldipleaſe 
his Holines, by the verrue of his prerogatiue in 
ſuchcafes ro copound & order all differetices as 
wel amoneſt thEſelues,as alſo berweene the king 
of Exe!: and them,at his will and p!eaſure,wher- 
unto they would willingly ſubmirthemſelaes;

haue heard; now therefore to bee reuenged, as 
alſo to ſhow his forwardneſle to performe ſome 
acceptable ſcruicefor the King of England, hee 
gathercd ſuch forces( Engliſh and Scotzſh ) as hee 
could make, and there-with approched his cne- 
_—" becing yet barely recouercd ofa lare 
ſicknefſe) vpon a boun-courage incountred him 
ata ſtraite, and in the end diſcomfited his armie, 
making greatſlaughter ofhis men. This victorie 
did fo reuiue Breſe his feeble and languithing ſpi- 
rits., as that from thence forward hee ſtill pre- 
uailedinall his interpriſes. So as following his 
good fortune, inſhorttimehe reduced theconn- 
tries of Angaile and Galloway , vnder his obedi- 
ence. King Edwerd not well brooking theſe dai- 
lyloſles, raiſeda mightie powre, wherewith a- 
bour the middeſt of uguſt in the beginning of 
the fiſt yeare ofhis raigne,, hee intercd into Scor- 
lend ,accompaniced with the greater number of ' 
his Nobilicie , amongſt whom Peter Gaueitonne 
( whom he now created Earle of Corncwall ) was 
al 9992-3 fauour with him : on whom alſo hee 
owedthe fignoric of the le of Hen, which 
within three yeares after, B/uſe recouered from 
him: King Edward, raunging'bis people in _ 
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tell aray, paſſedthoroughthe country as farre as 
Reufren, and then returned againe With little or 
no reſiſtance. For Brufe beeingnot yet of ſuthici- 
ent power to incounter his ; wa Armie, kept 
himſelfe our of his walke, knowing king Edward 
could not tary long there, becauſe he had taken 
ſuch order before, that nothing remained wher- 
with toreliene {0 great a number. He was no 
ſooner turned home-ward,but the Scors were rea- 
dy to follow him art his heeles, ſo as cntring into 


Lothian, they did great hurt to the inhabitants, 


and returned at their pleaſure before they could 
be ouertaken by the Ergliſhmen. King Edward 
comming to Berwicke ſtayed there all the next 
winter, and-fortified the Towne wich a ſtrong 
wall and ditch, ſomewhat hee cauſed to be done 
likewiſe at Roxbrugh and Norham, which two Ca- 
ſtells he committed to the cuſtodie of theEarles 
of Cornewalland Gloceſter, and ſo the next ſpring 
returnedinto Eng/ard, and ceafſing any further

Gloceſter and Varwicke being nor able w_ longer

ſurable and doting affeftion of the king towards. 
him, fought meanes to haue him-apprehended, 
andonce againe baniſhed; or,if they fayledcher- 
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of Scotland. \2123- 
pong nowhlgeus their intent contiei- 
edhimrto the Caſtle of Scarbraueh , not ſo cloſe- 
ly, butthat it was made knowne to the Lordes 
his aduerſaries , who purſuing him preſent- 
lie-thither, they forced him to yeelde bimfelfe 
into their handes, and in concluſion (withour 
further aduiſement ) Guye Farle of rVarwick cau- 
{ed his head to bee ſtroken off. The King (not 
without cauſe) rooke: this their valawfall at 
in ſuch ſcorne,,'as-that cuer-after (though for 
the preſent he diſlembled his diſpleaſure ) hee 
fought occaſion how to bee reuenged . By rea- 
ſon of this priuic hart-burne betweene the king 
and his Nobles , the Seorrohaffayres werenegle- 
Qed onall parts, ſoas inthe meanc ſeaſon Bru{e 
had brought vnder his obedience the berter part 
of that kingdome. Wherefore it was now figh 
b... time to do ſomewhat, it the king madeany rec- 
*D koning to hold thatnatron in ſuch ſtate as it was 
: left by the late deceaſſed king his Father. Heere- 
ypon hee once againe aſſembled 2 puiſſant and 
gallant armie, ſuch,asfor multitude & gorgious 
aray , was neuer ſcene before in Scor/andpurpo- 
ſing not onlie to makea full conqueſt ered] 
but to. leaue behind himſuch ſtore of Exzlich 
people, as ſhould be ſnfficient to-inhabire choſe 
Countries, which thorough the long continu- 
S ance . of warre wereleft well neere deſolate. 
Bruſe vnderſtanding, of this great preparation 
Jorllaked no/time-to. make-what reſiſtance hee 
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mn power, to reſiſt his aduerſaric , it behoo- 
ST himto bee ſo much the: more circumſpect 
by art and policie to get what aduantage hee 
could againſt him. Having therefore bronghr 
his armie, ( which conſiſted of ſome thirty fue 
thouſand: ſuch men; as repoſed theyr whole 
confidence for life, landes and elſe whatſoever 
onely ir> the force and'courage of their handes 
and hearts ) to! the further banke-of the River 
Banxock, there hee-ſtayed the comming of the 
Conqueror, This River runneth.into the Furrh 
hauing very high' and ſteepe bankes on both 
fides,and here and there cerraine ſtraite andnar- 
row paſſages oner tt, ſorme-whar alfo beneath 
the cliftes before his fall; itlieth flat, but the 
paſſage ouer there was hindered, thorough cer- 
taine luncken marrith grounds and quagmires, 
neuertheleſſe at thar time-of the yeare paſſable 
enough it'many places /' In: theſe plots he cau- 
ſed deepe ditches to bee caſt, and ſharpepoin- 
ted ſtakes of wood to bee ſtrucken downe' in 
them, in fuch manner as hauing their toppes 
coucred with light/turues' they might eafilic 
deceiue thoſe that fore-eaſt no ſuckrperill.

taken priſoners , Of the Scots wereflaine about 
foure thouſand , amongſt whom Sir william

men of account. This was themoſt notable vi- 
Rorie, thateuer the Scors had ouer the Ex2/15h- 
men,which came to paſle,only by the miſguiding 
and want of experience in their leaders and cap- 
raines, preſuming ouer much of their aduantage 
innumber &furniture of weapons: neither were 
they ſo circumſpe&as it behoued thein to be, in 
' thediſcouery of aduitage ordiſaduantage,which 
the plot of ground where the battel was tought, 
might afford to the one fide morethento the 0- 
: ther. For they might haue conieftured cucn by 
Brufe his abiding 1n the field with fo ſmall a pow- 
eragainſt ſo greata puiſſance{being of Enelishm? 
more then two to one Scer ) that he relied more 
K yponthe ſucceſle of his hidden geceipts, then of 
his. owne ſtrength.

cedto reaolt from the Engliſh. VVherevpon ney 
ſturres begi againe to ariſe,clpecially thorough 
the prouocation of the Earle of Aurrey and Ro- 
bert Steward, the principall men of the Bruſz727: 
ſide.. For the ſuppreſſing hereot king Edward 
made his third voyage into Scotland the Summer 


335. following, intheyeare t 3 3 5. His pauy atthis 
—= time alſo ( for in his former iorneys thither hee 


was euer as well prouidedby ſea as by land Jeon- 
ſiſted of ſome hundred and fitty faile, well reple- 
nithed with men,munition;ard victualls.By land 
he was accompanied with Ba/{zol,and his brother 
the Earle of Cornewall,diuerſe great Lords atten- 
ding vpon them; Being entred into Scotland they 
deuided themſelues ſometimes 1nto two, fome- 
tives into. three ſeucrall companies, in which 
manner they paſſed at their pleaſure withour rc- 
ſiſtance, aſwell beyond the Seorriſh fourth , as on 
this fide the ſame. Inthe meane time the Earlc 
of ' hol repaitedto theking , ſubmicting him- 


- ſelfcagainero his obedience, by whoſe cxamplc 


diners 
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divers other did the like , bur this Earle was 
ſhortly alter {late at the ftedge of the Caſtell of 
Keldromie . At the approach ot winter king Ed.- 
werd with-drevw hintcife ro Newcaſte!, where hee 
kept the teaſt ofthe Natiuity of our Lord.[mme- 
diatly after the Epiphany hee prepared to hauc 
paſſed agairie into Scotland,eſpecially to take re- 
nenge for the death of the Earle of Athol! , but in 
the meanec time a truce was taken, by mediation 
of the French king and the Pope which indured 
till the twenty ſcauenth of March r 3 3 6. Inthe 


held at London, wherein a hinall accord berweene 
the wwo nations ſhould haue beene treated of, 
andthe kingdome of Scorlandeſtablithed: Where 
the right which theſe two Scozrzſh kings preten- 
ded,ſhould haue appeared moſt forcible. VVhile 
this good courſe: was intended and fully agreed 
vponon all fides, the Lord Maurice ds Murrey 
fllewe Sir Geffery de Ros a Scottilhy knight , and 
Sheriffe of Aire and: Leuarke, one of Bulltol his 

artakers, becauſe intime of warre hee had be- 
fore {laine his brother . By reaſon of this pre- 
ſumptious part , and the frowardaelle of the 
Scottes on both {1des, ſtill ſeeking revenge one of 
the other, this treatie tooke no eftect. 'l he next 
Sommer about VVhicſontide the king ſent au 
army into Scotland vnder the condudt of Ballio! 
and diuers Exe/ſh Lords, who findingthe rowne 


of Saint bn defaced by the enemies (not —_ 
| af 
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ofthemſclues to hold it , cauſed the ſame to be 
fortifiedar the charge of fixe of the next mona- 
ſteries vato it. King Edward about this time 


was at a Parliament holden at Northamptone, 
where leauing his Lordes and the reſt totreatec 


of ſuch matters, as were propounded amongſt 


them , hee poſted intothe North partes: com- 
ing to Berwike , from thence with a flender art- 
rendance hee arriued at Saint Johns towne, be- 
fore any man there had heard of his intention. 
Here hee found B4/{ol and the reſt of his com- 
panic. From hence the King paſled forwards 
with ſome part of his army , as farre as E/zen in 
Murrey-land , thence to Inuerneſſe , much fur- 
ther into Scotland then cuer the King his grand- 
father had done before . In the meane time' 
the Earle of Cornewall, with the power of Torke- 
ſhire and Northumberland men , and the Lord 
Anthony Lucie with thoſe of Weſtmerland & Com- 
berland, entred into Scotland,waſted and ſpoyled 
the V Veſt partes,as Carrick and others which o0- 
baycd not Balliol. The Lord: Dowgla/ſe by coa- 
ſting the Erghiſbmen did his beſt to hinder their 
courſe. Ar eng this armic hauing done what 
harme it could , was ſent home, with great prey 
and booric, but the Earle of Cornewall with his 
owne people camethorow to Saint Johnstowne 
where he found the king returned from beyond 
the: Mountaines . Here ſome of the Scoriſhwri- 
ters charge the King to haueſlaine this Earle his 
brother, 
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brother, for commirting ouer great cruelty vp6: 
the deſolate Scores inthis his laſt iorney,eſpeci- 
ally againſt the men of Religion: it may be thac 
the King was touched with a Chriſtian compal- 
fionouer the-pore afflicted comonalty , who c6- 
monly ſmart moſt for the obſtinacy of the migh- 
tier mE.Bur for any violence vſed by the king to- 
wards his brother, it is ſo far from any colourof 
truth,that cuen the better ſort of their own. wri- 
ters have ſuppreſſed that report, as a vaincand 
meere forgery. For it wel appeareth by our own 
writers thatthis Earledicd there of a natural dif- 
caſe,& his bodywas brought to E7g/ard & inter- 
red at Weſtminſter with al folemniry therto be- 
longing. The king wholy ſpent theſe 2.laſt years 
in ellabliſhing of Ba/ze/in the kingds of Scotland 
becauſe he: was deſirous to make all ſure on that 
ſide,whileſt he tollowed his warsin Frazce,wher- 
on now hee beganto ſetal his thoughts. At his 
' departure out of Scotland ſome-what before the 
natiuity of our Lord, Ba/{zol withal his partakers 
| bound themſelues by an eſpecial law,that when- 
ſocuer,he, his heires and ſucceſſors kings of Exg. 
- ſhould make war, either at homeor abroad,they 
& their heires (hold at theit own charge,for one 
whole ycare furniſh himwith 3. hundred horſe- 
men & one thouſand foot-men wel apointed for: 
ſeruice. Shortly after the kings returne.home; 
war \vas evra with France, and all things 

were in preparing for thac __ 
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© Thenext yeare the warre in Scotland 946 4/0 
with equall loſſe and diſaduantage on both ſides. 
INE the end of the ſame yeare , the king ſen: 
thyther an army of ſome twenty thouſand men, 
vnder the leading of the new created Earles of 
Saliſbury,Gloceſter, and Derbie,and of as many Bar- 
rones,Percy, Newille,and Stafford.Thele belicdged 
the caſtell of Dumbar , but to their ſmall aduan- 
tage and leſle credit . For hauing continewed 
the ſicdge about rwenty weekes; vnder the co- 
lour of atruce,before it was diſtreſled,they gauc 
it oucr, being more deſirous to attend the king 
their maiſter into France, where there was more 
good to be done: Scotland then attording no- 
thing but hunger and blowes , beare them of as 
___—__ they could. About the middeſt of; Tune in the 
rx 3 3$8-yeare of our Lord 1338. the king of Exelandto- 
—— gether with the Queene,the Prince of #alles,& a 
great number of the Nobilicy that did atte.1d 
them, paſled ouer into Flanders, and were itoyfu!- 
lie entertayned of the Duke of Brabant , and 0- 
thers the Lords of the Empire his confederates, 
towards the attayning of the crowne of Fraxce, 
which he claimed as the next heire therevnto b 
1ccne ſabe! his mother, Daughter to Philrp ſur- 
named thefaire . This quarrell happned well tor 
Brsſe, tor (no doubte) it king Eaward had a while 
longer purſued the conquelt of Scor/and hee had 
now ealilie brought the ſame vnder his ſouc- 
raigntic. France Would baue oftred him fuch-con- 
ditions 
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ditions of peace, by rcaſon of his title therevn- 
to,as that if he had beene diſpoſed, he might qui- 
etly hauc enioyed the Realme of Scorlznd both 
from Bruſe and Ballzol, and withall greater pol: 
ſeſhons with in the French dominions, then the 
kings of England after himſhould haue happely 
becne ablero haue held long, as the experience 
of the times following lain; ſhowed:in reſpect 
of which difficulty , I eſteeme the realine of Scor- 
hind a more conuenient and fit member of the 
Crowne of Ergl/and , then the one halfe of 
France , how farre ſocuer exceeding the other 
in wealth and magnificence. The French king 
now perceauing it was not king Edwards mea- 
ning, to accept of peace, vponany reaſonable 
conditions ;and how much 1t ſtood him vpon 
to hinder his artemprtes, thought ic would bee 
no ſmall aduantage vnto him, to keepe his cae- 
my_occupied-nearer home , and therefore as 
loone as = King was arriued in Flanders, hee 
ſent five tall ſhippes into Scotland , furniſhed 
with men munitton and armour , and conduc- 
ted by as many experienced Captaines ouer 
them. Theſe ſtood that nation in great ſecede. 
For by ſuch aide, as was at this time and ſhortly 
afterwards ſent thyther out of Fraxce, inthe 
beinalte of Bruſe his arty", they ſo much preuai- 
led, as that within & ſpace of three yearesatfrer 
(though not without Cine difficulty ) they nor 
onely - chaſed Baliol, together with all the 
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Engliſhmen our of Scotland , but alſo put King 
Bruſe into peacable poſlcfhon thereof apaine, 
nine yeares after he had beenedriuen out of his 
kingdome by Balfiol ang his partakers the Exg- 
liſbmen. So as King Edward in the meane time, 
pot not ſo much on the other ſide ofthe ſea, as 

celoſt cuen at his owne dores at home. King 
Dawid Bruſe having thus beyond all hope reco- 
uered his kingdome, {lacked no time ( while 0- 
portunity ſerucd) to take reuenge on the Eng- 
liſbmen tor all the wrongs ſuſtayned by them. 
To which end, withinthe firſt three yeares after 
his returne, hee made three, iourneyes into the 
land, doing what harme he could to the cotitries 
bordering vpon Secerlard, but allwas of no great 
reckning. The Frexch King in the meanc ſca- 
ſon hauing recciued many ſhrowd blowes of 
the Eneliſhmes, and his —_—_ towne of Callice 
becing now beſiedged, thought with himſelfe, 
that there was no betrer way either happilic to 
remouethem, or at the leaſt to leſſen their num- 
ber : then by procureing the Scortrſh King ( who 
reſted wholic at his deuotion ) with ſome migh- 
ty power to inuade England, whereot hee (ent 
Ambaſladours into Scotland who caſicly obtai- 
ned that fauour of King Dawid . VVhen all 
things were prepared for fo great an exploite, 
hee entred the calme with the whole pow- 
er of Scotland, hoping affuredly now in the Kings 
abſence to atchiue ſomg notable viorie,as well 
to 
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to the inriching of himſelfe as to the ad.1antage 
of his confederate the French King . Ar his firſt 
entry hee made manie knights , whereby to en- 
corage them the more to ſhowetheir wr} Hires 
bur amongſt the reſt for his former good fer- 
' uice he created 2/1; Dowelasan Earle,whoſe 
Father was flaine at Halidone hill , as is atore- 
fayd. The number of Noble men and Gentle- 
men aſſembled at this time, by the confeſſion 
of their owne writers , were verie_ncerc t\Vo 
thouſand; in the whole ( as ſome write ) three- 
ſcore thouſand.. Within ten daies after their 
entric they approached Durham , committing 
whartſoeuer hood in their way to the fury of 
fire and (word in moſt hoſtile manner . The 
Queene of Exelard , being then returned home, 
to repreſle the inſolency of the enemy, gathered 
cogiher ſuch forces as the Realme could then 


redily afford, tothe number of twelue hundred” 


men of armes, three thouſand Archers and ſome 
ſcauen thouſand other, of whome agreat part 
were Preeſtes andPrelates, but good talle tren- 
cher-men ſuch as were not afraide of a crackt 
crowne though they had no-haire to hide thoſe 
hurres withall . This army was ordered in chis 
manner. The firſt battaile was lead by the Bi- 
ſhoppe of Durham, Gilbert de Vmfree ville carle 
_ of Anegog Henry Lord Perey,and theLord Serozpe. 

The ſecond by the Archbiſhoppe of Torke 

andrhe Lord Ra/phe Nenille . The third by the 
| Biſhappe 
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Biſhop of Lincoln: , hnLord Monbrate,audthe 
Lord Thomas de Rookſbre . The fourth and laſt 
was lead by Edward Ballio!, (noweot a king of 
Scotland , become - gouernour of BRerwzke ) the 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and the Lord Re//. 
Beſides this the Lord Deatn-conrt , Robert de O- 
gle and ſome other attended vpon the Queenes 
perſon. Onthethe other {ide the firlt batraile of 
the Scottes was gouerned by Robert Steward the 
Sonne of cAareery King Daxzas Siſter, that ſuc- 
ceeded him,and Patrike Dumbar Earle of March. 
The ſecond by 75h» Earle of Awrfty,and willian 
Earle Dowg/as . In the third the King himſelfe 
and his Nobility were placed . Before the bat- 
taile , the Queene of England (ent an Hirald of 
armes to King-Daxzd , requiring him to ſtay 
ſrom further anoying the Realme , till ſome rea- 
fonable order might be taken for the concluſion 
of a finall peace Cone therwo 'nations : but 
hee made light reckning of her requeſt. In the 
morning <carlie before rhe fight, Dowglas iſſued 
fourth with certaine troopes of horſe-men to 
diſcouer the behauiour-of the Eng/ſbmen, and 
vpon good occaſion offred 'to' ſkirmiſh with 
| them. But the Engliſhmen (o behaned themſclues 
as that the Earle hardly eſcaped by flight wirh 
the lofle of five hundred of his company , The 
| rwo armies being comewithin {ight one of the 
by other, David Graham With awing of fiue hundred 
©. horſe, gauec a full charge vpon the skert of the 


Engliſh 
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them. Buthe was ſo tharply repulicd, as that 
loofing many'ot his troopes, hee had much adot 
x0:recouer the maine battaile againe. Not-with- 
ſtanding theſe rwo toule foyles, they preſumed 
ſo/much vpon-their aduantage in number, that 
forth-with they fiercely ruſhed vpon the Engliſh- 


wen. The fight begua abournine of the clocke, 


and continued till noone, at what time God gaue 
thevidory to the Engliſhmen. The Scoriſh writers 
attribure Te loſſe of. this battaile to the vnadui- 
ſed retraite of the'Earle of Maroh, and Robert 
Steward; bur where-ſo-eucr the fault was, an ex- 
zecding great number of them was ſlaine. Of 


Noblemen the Earle of Avurrey , the Earle of 


$tratherne, the Conſtable, Marſhall , Chamber- 
laine , and Chancellor of Scotland werethe prin- 
cipall men.

onely child Prince Henry,about as many months 
oldas his father had raigned yeares . Whoſe in- 
fancie was neuertheleſſe mightily ſupported , by 
the notable valiancie and policie of his two Vn- 
cles Humfrey Duke of Glocefter and 15þn Duke of 
Bedford,to the one was committed the prote&i6 
of his perſon and kingdome,to the other the mas 
naging of the warre continued in Fraxce, The

defeircd at the battaile of Black-heath-field., and 
the Scottes At. the approach of che-Earle gaue 
ouer, the {iedge, and returned home as lightly 
laden, as when they. came thence. The Armie 
becing come by this time within two dayes 
marche of the caimics, made all the haſt that 
could bec, ro haue ouer-taken them , bur ſecing 
they would not abide , the Exeliſhmen made 
what ſpoile Fey could within Scotland , where 
hauing taken \their pleaſures for the {pace:of 
ſixcor {cauen dayes, they. regurnedto Berwicke 
with-out any ſhew of reliſtance, althoughthar 
at the taking of the Caſtell of Hayton( its ſaid) 
the Scottiſh Armic was within one mile of the 
Engliſhmen.

But this aduenturous Gallant once a- 
gaine artempring to'trie-ſame maiſteries here 
England, was voterly forfaken of all his adhe- 
rents, (rr he forhis more ſafetic, he com- 
marted his perſon firſt to Sanfuary , and from 
thence ſubmirred him-ſelfe to the Kings mercy, 
who appointed agard to atterid him, fromwhom 
nyo was recouered., and committed 
toithe.

15 2 4. The Scottes beganne againe to bee buſie 
both on the Eaſt and VVeſt marches. ſo as for 
three. monthes ſundrie bickrings paſſed: bee- 
ewecne: the one and otherpartie , bur ſtill they 
came by the worſe, in ſo much thatinthe end 
they were willing enough to encline to peace; 
wherevpontruce was takenagaine till the teaft 
of Saint Andrewesnext .' In tle meane feafon 
great coſulration was had amongſt the Lords of 
Scotland whether it were more fit' to .contineue 
the warre,or to giueir ouer: Many of them held 


itan vnreaſonable:thing that for the pleaſure 


only of the French King, the Realme ſhould fuf. 
taineany more damag Dy Oening {o need- 
lefſe a warre,, and-that the Duke was much to 
blame in: yeelding\fo farre ro: the teditious hn- 
mot bf Fraxce: Therefore they withed;thart the 
young King(nowgrowne paſt aChild)might ax 


theleaſt beareſome fwayan the gouernment of 


the'Realme.. The-Duke i/perceruing how the 
! went,fawe ir liccle auailed to ſ{trineagainſt 
the ftreame ; and therefore in September follo- 
wing,taking hisleaue of the young King, he paſ- 
ſedouer into Fraxwce,nowtrhe third time fince he 
was made Regen. Ir is fayd, thatathis depar- 
ture; hee didinſtancly intreatethe Nobility to 
admit no peace-with Ergland till his returnea- 


4 -gaine,which he promiſed ſhouldbenor long af-

never came moreinto Scorlendneither cotinew- 
edrhe war ashe wiſhed. Shortly after the Earlc 


© Dowelas, that had beene baniſhed beterc by the 


R ( as Thaue faid )and had hitherto remai- 

edin Fraxce , obtainedicaue of King Hemrze to 

paſle ſafely  thorowe' England into his owne 

Country.This fauorwas redily graunted, being 
onethat wasalwaics -oppoliteto the French tac- 
tion. Queene Margaret , now bearing the grea- 
reſt ſway in Scotland ſought by all "0906, Hed 
to-make-firme friendſhip with her brother df 
England & to breake the necke ofthe amiry wirh 
France,which had of late brought fo many miſc- 
ries 'vpon'her Sonnes 01, cv0mR . Neither did 
King Hexry forget by kind letters and meſſages, 
to dtuerſe of that; nation, to ſecond therein his 


Siſters uatamariing vnto themthat 
he: deſired nothing; more then perpetual loue 
andconcordberwecnethe two Neighbor Nati- 
-ons,which thing as he had euer betore wiſhed, 
yet much moreart this-time, rotheendall men 
might ſce how much hee&tendred. the ſtate of 
their Reamle ,forthe young kings fake his Ne- 
phew.Thac ifthey would beperſwaded to break 
of friend{bip with Frexce ;becoyld-findein his 
hearc to beſtow: the Lady Mary(his only Child) 
in marriage ypon'thcir King, am the two 

ingdomes (hould-becin great poſſibility to be 
ce 0ne-Monarchy,; arid that by theaccefie of 
England vito Scotland: which wouldbe the more

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* honorto their nation. That the like emulatis 8: 
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malice hath bin hererofore known, berweene the 
like neighbor countries, which neuertheleſſe by 
mariage,cntercourle,trafique,& mutual kindnes 
hath bin vtrerly ſuppreſſed & buried. in obliui- 
on. Theſe excecding kind offers of King Hepyy, 
moued much debate,8& argument at an alſembly 
of the Segrz5ſb Lords amongſt thEſelues . On the 
one {ide1t was obicted, that as France was farre 
remoouedby ſcicuation from them, ſo the peo-= 
ple differed much from the Scortes in the whole 
courſe and manner of life . But the Enreliſhmew 
and they were bred and. brought vp vnder one 
and the ſame climate, and were'ſo ltke in there 
language , lawes , manners-; cuſtomes, com- 
plexion, conſtitution of bodie, and diſpoſition: 
of minde ( whercin ſocietic eſpecially confif- 
teth ) that it RILPING Natore ha from 
the beginning pſedeo-make:themone pe- 
Ee hade made there ſcate o_ 
ſoile 4 it ſelfe, ſeuered from the maine conti-: 
- nent. Further by reaſon of the diſtance and dan- 
gerous paſſage berweene Frexce-& them, the one 
cannot recciuefro the other: either much good 
being co much hgrme becing enemies, 
whercas out df-Exglandcithet the one or other 
wilbe alwaics ready at, hand, accordingly as the 
Exgliſbmenar friends or foes vnto-them.. For 
_ therc is no. other waicto walke in, berweene 
 Prucand chan, burcborey' a dangerous part 
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' Zarres the fift King of Scotland. 
of the Ocean, which either by furie of tempeſts 
may+be hindered, or by the enemy fore-ſtawled 
andclogged.. VVherecof was made good proofe 
not muchaboue ayeareago, whenas the Duke 
of Albanie was fo pend vp” in France with the 
Exgliſh nauie,thar ofal one whole Sommer they 
could recciue no ſuccors from thence, to their 
excecding loſſe and diſcontentment. Thus much 
was then” altedged in fauour of the league with 
England,whervnto not a few amongſtthem were 
well inclined, though many other,that either li- 
ued vpon rapine and ſpoile ( which alwaies fol- 
loweth war, ) or that were fed afore-hand by the 
Frexch king ( which'courſe hath cuer much pre- 
uailed with that Nation) obſtinatly oppoſed 
themſelues againſt this profitable and ſound 
aduilſe. 

Bur being notable by any ſhow of reaſon to 
maintaine their friuolous allegations againſt the 
rruth,they ſubcilly brake of this conference,witlh 
this caution, thatthis weighty point could not 
be reſolued withourthe general confent and ap- 
_ of the Eſtates aſſembled to that end, 

or they were 'well aſſured that the Duke ( to 
whom eſpecially the deciding of this queſtion 
ertained)) would neuer giue conſent to ſhake 
ds with Er:glind, norwithſtanding Queene 
Margaret olabored thispoint, for the benefit 
(ſhe knew)would therof cometo her Sonne and 
his kingdom, that in December following ſhee 
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ſent the Lord 6Gilbere Earle of Caſſel , Robert 
Cockbarne Biſhop of D«nkeld, and the Abbot of 
Combasteneth Ambaſſadours into England, who 
comming to the Court on Chriſtmalle eve, the 
King gaue them audience, to whom the Bithop 
made an cloquent Orationin Latine , declaring 
the benefits of peace, and the manifold diſcom- 
modities of warre . How happy a thing it were, 
if by the marriage of their young King withthe 
| #6 Mary his Maicſties Daughter , a perpetu- 
all league and alliance might bee eſtabliſhed be- 
tweene them. The King like wellof this moti- 
on, ſo as hee might, obtaine his deſire in two 
oints. Firſt and eſpecially,that the ScotriſhNo- 
baliry would renounce the league with Fraxce : 
Secendly , that the young king his' Nephew, 
would come and remaine with him-in Prgland, 
till he were of perfe agero marry his Daugh- 
ter. Butbecauſe the Ambaſſadors had not com- 
miſſion to proceede ſo farre, the Earle returned 
into Scotland,to acquaint the Queene and Coun- 
ell there-with. The two other remained at Lon- 
don till his returne thitheragaine. Here-vpon a 
Parliament was preſently holdenat Edenbrough, 
from whence the Earle of Caſ/els was preſent- 
lic ſent againe to the King of Erg/and, witha 
fauourable anſwer to his rwo former demands. 
But becauſe that in the meane ſeaſon Charles the 
Emperour renewed his former ſute for the ob- 
taining of the ſayd Lady to his wife, che King 
| T tooke 
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Tames the fift King of Scotland. 
tooke a pawſe therein for the preſent time, pro. 
longing the rruce with Scorland,for three yeares 
and a halfe, and then the Ambaſſadours were all 
with much courteſte diſmiſled, abour the be- 
I525. ginning of the yeare 1 5 2 5. From hence-for- 
ward, for the terme of about ſcauenteene yeares 
the league was ſtil renued from time to time 
betweene the two Nations, though now and 
then the. borderers on both ſides (thorow the 
inſtigation 'of the Earle Dowglaſſe , forſaken 
then of the Queene his wife, and baniſhed the 
xealme againe:) made ſome out-roades one into 
the others Marches . But all was quietly pur 
vp; and thetwo- kings continued good neigh- 
 bours oneto the other. ' 
1534 "In the beginningof the yeare 15 34. amongſt 
——— other proffers 'of mirriage , propounded by 
Charles the Emperovur' 'vnro king apes ( who 
was deſirous to match: in his bloud) a motion 
was made of his couſine Germatne, the Ladye 
Miry king” Henryes Daughter and Heire, who 
(as before you have heard?) had becne in que- 
ſtion , but now for the ſpace well neere of ten 
yeares had lien dead, and no further dealt in, 
King James anſwered infuch fort, as there-by ir 
ſeemed that hee'had 2 good will to hearken 
vnto it. 
This Lady ( that was afterward Queene of 
Enzland) was once in ſpeach ( as is beforedecla- 
ted) ro- haue beene'marryed ro the Emperour 


him- 
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himſelfe : after thatto Francis the Frexch king. 
Burt theſe motions were rather made (1 take it) 
in policic , then pR_—_ of any ſuch mean- 
ing in eyther of thoſe Princes , neyther hap- 
pilye had theFing her Father any ſuch put- 
poſe, thinking her a fitter matche for his Ne- 
phew of Scotland, then for eyther of them, For 
jm the latter end of this yeare, the King ſence 


"thither the Biſhop of Saint Dawes , and the 


Lord william Howard, brother to the Duke of 
Norffolke , to intreate king 1ames to appoint 
ſome time , when the King their Maiſter and 
hee: might meete together , to conferre of mat- 
ters of great importance, tending much to the 
benefit of both the Realmes . Further to tell 
him, that it might come to paſle( if all things 
elſe ſorted to bis liking ) hee ſhould eſpouſe 
the Lady Mary his eldeſt Daughter ( for his 
other Daughter the Lady Elizabeth after her 
ſiſter Queene of Eeland alſo was borneaboue 
ayeare before, ) and with-all to make him there- 
by the Monarch over the whole Iſland , if hee 
dyed with-out iſſue-male. 

And to the end hee ſhould giue the more 
truſt and credit to theſe his promiſes, hee ſaid 
more-ouer , that hee would forth-with inti- 
tle him Duke of Yorke, and his Vicar Gene- 
rall ouer the whole-rcalme of England. Kin 
Lewes(as hebad great reaſon ſo todg)intertai 
theſc offers with greatthankfulneſſe, appointing 
mid T 3 atime, 
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arime,when he would meetethe King his Vncle, 
and ſo witly many courtifies diſinifled the Am- 
baſſadocrs.Allthis norwithſtanding,he was ſo cx- 
ceedingly laboured by his Prelates , that they 
dtew him quite from that reſolugion , vpon this 
occaſion. 'A little before this Ambaſſage, King 
Henry had ſent the foreſaid Biſhop into Scorlind 
with certaine Ezeliſb pamphlets, concerning re- 
formation of religion : which being preſented 
vnto his nephew, with requeſt that he would ad- 
uiſedly read them ouer, hee gaue them preſently 
to ſome about him to keepe,, that were eſpeciall_ 
fauorers ofthe Clergie,and the religionofthoſe 
times,who had Candy turned ouer the firſt leafe, 
but with-open mouth they condemned thoſe 
bookes,for moſt impious & hereticall libels,tel- 
ling the king\,they were glad from their hearts, 
tharhe had not tained his cies with the veryview 
of ſuch peſtiferons and damnable doftrine. And 
tor an infallible proofe of this their cenſure vp- 
on thoſe bookes, it fell out abour the ſame time, 
that the Pope hadſenta meſſenger into Scotland, 
requiring king mes to joyne with him again 
the king of-Exe/and, whom hee had already ad- 
iudgedan Here:ike, a Sciſnaticke and a wed- 
lock-breaker , for hee and Queene *Kather/ne, 
ſome-rimes his Brothers wife, for the 'vnlaw- 
fulneſſe-rhereof ,- were then lawfully parted. 
And furthet this /Vwneio declared > that for 
theſe heynous offences; the Pope HAI nact 
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4 — of his kingdome,which he beſtowed (for in 
ſuchcaſes hee hath beene alwaies oy liberall ) 


rnto.7zmes and other popiſh Princes his obedi- 
ent ſonnes-. Thus by the lubtile praQiſe of the 
Prieſts, who to-yphold their reputation inthe 
world , till buzzcd in their kings cares, that his 
Yncle ſought nothing more'by rhis his deſired 
conference with him, but to withdraw himfrom 
the profeſſion of that ancient and Catholique 
religion,, wherein their Fathers and fore-elders 
bad liued-ſo many hundred yeares together, in 
Fall being 
of him-felfe religiouſly giuen, according to the 
knowledge of thoſe ignorant times, hee was the 
more caſilie diſſlwaded from this promiſed mee- 
ting. Though King Hexry had cauſe to take this 
art vnkindly at the others hands,neuer-the-leſle 
bee was contented to put it vp, imputing the 
fault ro them eſpecially , that eyther of 1gno- 
rance, or vpon reſpect of their perticuler good, 
neglected the benefit that might haue followed 
heereof vnto the weale publique of the whole 
Iland. | 
King Hezry tothew how little hee was moo- 
ued with this manner of dealing , beſtowed on 
his Nephew the yeare following the Garter, 
and according; to. the ceremonies thereto be- 
longing , he was inſtalled at #/7ndfor by his pro- 
curator the Lord Ersk#x. Within the compaſle 
of the other ſeaucn yeares remaining! of my 
TI former 
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former account ,king Temes had' marryed two 
wines out of 'Fraxce. The former was the Lady 
Magdaline, eldeſt Daughter to king Francis,with 
whom hauing beene maried halte a yeare, ſhee 
deceaſed, within littlemorethen a moneth ater 
her acriuall in Scorland; The ſecond, was Daugh- 
ter to the Duke of Guiſe, and widdow to the 
Duke of Zongeuille lately deceaſed... Within 2 
yeare after this latter mariage, Queene Mare:- 
ret ( his mother ) departed ghis life , hauing 
ficſt:ſeene'a young Prince ( her grandchild ) 
borne into: the world, but neither hee, nor a ſe- 
cond ſonne, lived to ſucceed their father in the 
kingdome . King Heary knowing how much his 
Nephew. was continually Gawaphtco breakeoff 
fricadſhip with him , or at'the leaſt to vie the 
fame for his owne aduantage onely , was much 
affraide thar happily hee might ar ſengtbeele. 
duced, andcherefore was very defirous to haue 
conference with him, and to eſtabliſh the league 
that hitherto had. continued berweene them, 
Tothis end he once againefent into Scorlind, to 
entreate him to. mecte him at Tortc , where hee 
would communicate fuch/marcer with him; as 
tended greatly to: the- good of both realmes. 
This mefiagethus deliucred by: the Lord Tho- 
mas tHow2rg, King James and dugcrieot his No- 
bilitie:, ſeemed+ wilting» endugh:ro: yeeld their 
conſents: to this iourney.' Bur. comrariwiſe the 
Prelaces: mightily oppoſed them-felues-againit

po it. Amongſt other things , may alleadged that 

King Henry went abour ( which touched their 
free hold ) ro perſwade their King to take thar 
courſe in Scotland , which hee had done at home 
in his owne kingdome : namely, to expell the 
Pope, to ws his authoritic ouer the Church, 
to diflolue religious houſes, and to feize vpon 
their lands and rcucnues . But rather then hee 
ſhould bee drawne to vſe any ſuch vnlawfull 
meanes , Where-with to ſupplye his preſent 
wants, they freely offered to giue him yearely, 
out of their owne reuenues , :thirtic houſard 
Crownes : and if that would not ſerue his turae, 
they would vnder-take to aduantage him an hun- 
dred thouſand more yearely, out of the lands 
and poſſeſſions of them , that were already falne 
from their due obedience to the ſea of Rome. 
Theſe faire proces preuailed fo much with 
King James, that this meeting was alſo auoyded, 
Bur with-all an Ambaſſadour was immediatly 
ſent into England, as well to excuſe the King, 
as to require that Commiſſioners might bee 
appointed of either partic, to meere for the or- 
dering of ſome controuerſies then depending 
berweene the rwo Nations , which was gran- 
ted, and performed accordingly on King Her- 
ries part. Neuer-the-lefle , when after fndry 
iniuries ſtill offered by the Scortes ,the King of 
England had once or twice yeelded to all rea- 
ſonable conditions, and yer not-with-ſtanding, 
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perceived how: little from time to time. they 
were regarded: atthe length, being notable to 
indure {0 manyindignities,he reſolued to-cndall 
controuerhtes by open warre. But firſt,to the end 
it might appeare tothe world, how wvnwillingly 
he was prouoked vnto it: betorchee wouldtake 
armes againſt his neere kin{man ,-hee cauſeda 
pamphler to: bee publiſhed in Print , declaring 
what mooued, or rather compelled him there- 
vnto;' wherein hee charged King James eſpect 
_ with deepe diſfimulation ;his words tafting 
of Honey, but his deeds of VWorme-wood. At- 
tera ſerious complaint whereof, he de{cendeth, 
arrather aſcenderhto a ſuppoſed itle of Supe- 
rioritie;, continued inalincall ſucceſſion of the 
Kings of -Exelzend, ouer that nation, from Edward 
the firſt( ſonne to 4/ared king of England) for 
abouec {1xc hundred yearesrogether ,- but hereot 
L haue ſpoken enough betfore.: This done;, a Na- 
uiewas ſent to the.Sea;, torake all ſuch iScoereſh 
ſhips as fell-into their walke- ;.of «which: they 
brought into» the.

followedin his ſonnes daics : yet it pleaſed nor 
the Lord to enlighten his dettnding ſo farr, 
as by his Miniſtery to gue the Goſpell tree pal- 
ſage inall the principall points of i 4 true Reli- 
gion.Hercofir came to paſle, thatas well in the 
oneas0ther nation,the profeſſors of the goſpel 
were cruelly perſecuted, eſpecially for denying 
thercall and carnall preſence of our Sautour [eſs 
Chriſt (whom the father hath placed farre _

Lincolnſbire, being nor aboue 2 5. yeares old,tor 
the defence of the ſame truth,was firſt moſt bar- 
baroully tormented on the rack,& then(nor pre- 
uailing that way ) burned with others in S1mrth- 
field at London. Theſe ſaints of God,the two farlt 
of ſpeciall marke(he for the repuraris of his life 
and learning, and ſhe for the reſpect of her birth 
arideEducation) that in this Lland gaue their liues V 
for the truth, left behind them a more notorious 
remebrance of their chriſtian ends,by the ſtrang 
predictions that accompanied the ſame.For whe 
this man of God(the flame now ready to incom- 
paſſe him)was comforted by che Captaine of the 
Caſtell his keeper,and put in minde to call vpon 
G OD, anſwered againe, that though theſc herie 
flames are greeuous to fleſh & bloud,yet my ſpi- 
rit is nothing there-with diſmaiT: but he that fo 
proudly-ſitteth yonder oucr-againſt vs(meaning 
the Cardinal that was placed'ina window of the 
Caſtell to behold this {pe&acle)ſhall within few L 
dayeslye on the ground, no leſſe repro 8 
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Mary Queent of Scotland. 
*then now hedoth aduance himſelfe arrogantly, 
which within foure monthes after came to paſſe

' haltetheway. Thus both contending who ſhould 


firſt poſſeſſe this hill, rogether with the aduan- 
rage of the winde & Sunne; the Engliſhmen were 
forced,by the forwardnesof the cnimy,to aduen» 
ture vpona very deſperate pecce of {eruice. The 
Scot tiſharmie was marſhalled in this maner. The 
Earle of 4zgws lead the vant-gard, conſiſtingof 
8 000.foatmen, garded with = ceces of great 
Ordinance on theright hand,8: t BK 40 horſe 
me on the left. The Governor was placed behind 
him, with ten.chouſand 7z/and-men ( as they call 
them)accounted the choiſeſt ſoldiers, the whole 
country affordeth . The Earle of Huntley had the 
leading ofthe rere-ward of 8000.men,well nigh 
euen With the maine battaile on the left ſide, be- 
ing both flanked with new Archers 1riſhmey,8 
well garded alſo with held peeces', Their armor 
(for the moſt part)was a good skul or lack, ſhort 


ſword yory broad and ſharpe, dagger & buckler; 


and akerchiefe wreathed and wrapped twice or 
thrice about theircollers.In this aray they ſtood 
cloſly together, holding their pikes in both hads, 
and with-all their bucklers onthe left , the point

The middle-ward of 
foure thouſand footmen ; was conducted by the 
Generall him-ſelfe.The men of armes(who were 
ſix thouſand)lead by the lord Gray, lord Marſhal: 
and the light horſmen(to the number of rwo 
thouſand)by Sir Fraxcts Brian,together with the 
Ordinance,& 200.Harquebulters on horſeback, 
were beſtowed in places moſt conuenient,either 
for offence ordetence,as preſent occaſion requi- 
red. There was berweene the two armies a deepe 
ditch which the Eng/zſbmez were to paſle,before 
they could:come tothe enimic, many that could 
not leape ouer, ſtuck faſt therein, with no ſmall 
danger tothem-ſelues, and impediment to their 
fellowes that followed:Beſtdes thar,their courſe 
lay vntowardly ouer-thwart plowed lands , with 
deep furrows;for a ſtones caſt after they had paſ- 
ſedtheflough .Not-with-ſtanding theſe incom- 
brances in their courſe,and theeminenr perill of 
their enimes Pikes at the incounter , the valiant 
lord Gray with his troopes of men of armes, ac- 
companiedwiththe lord Fztz-aters (afterward 
Earle of g4/ex)and 2.Knights,Sir Re/ph Varc,and 
Sit Thomas Darcy (of whom the former was licu- 
x8pant of all the menofarmes & demilances: x8 
[+ = Of 2+: orner 
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Edward the ſixt King of Encland, 
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other Captaine of the Penſioners) with their 


ſeueral} bands, to the number of 3409. men of 


armes iſſuing out from both fides of the army, 
ſo refolutly gaue the charge a front downe the 
hill vpon rf $.4 enemies pikes , that with the ve- 
rie terrour thereot,they were much amaſed.Ne- 
uertheleſle the Scorres kepttheir order and ſtand 
ſo firmely,that ar this ſharpe incounter,ſixe and 
rwenty Gentlemen , beſides nere two hundred 
others ,Wwere flaine out right, amongſt whome 
Edward Shelley.Laeatenant vnto the Lord Grate 
(ot his band of Bullezers ) as he was the firſt that 
paſſed the dirch, ſo in likelihood the firſt alfo 
that loſt his life . Few of them, that were placed 
in the formoſt rancks, returned without hurt on 
himſelfe or his horfe . The Lord Gray vas dan- 
gerouſly wonnded in the mouth with a pike. 
The Engliſhmen had fo ſmall incoragement to 
maintaine this their hot beginning, that in ftead 
of an orderlie retreat, the greater number put 
their horſes to that ſpeed, as thereby they ho- 
weda better will to leaue the field thento fight 
& out. Hereby the next ward was much diſorde- 
red.Burthat worthy Earle of #arwte fo chere- 
fully incorraged his ſouldiours to ſtand to it 
mantully , that what by his owne induſtry and 
the diligence of the Captaines vnder him, the 
ranckes were reduced intro good order, both 
horſemen and foote-men.ſo as by the ſmallloſſe 
at the. former i:xcounter , the whole armie 
| attained 
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- Mary Ozecne of Scotland. 
attained their deſired aduantage:.- In the meane 
ſeaſon the Scottes aduanced 'their bands with 
good corrage; though by ſhot both from land 
and ſca, they were ſhrowdly galled . But when 
they perceiued, that the Ergl/ſhmen( both on 
foote and horſe-backe ) were now readic to af-* 
faile them againe, from the higher ground, in 
ſuch order as they ſeemed to incompaſle them; 
the Scottiſh vantgard to auoide the danger of the 
Spaniſh ſhot(who ſerued on horſe-backe, )on the 
one (ide: and of being inuironed by the aduerſa- 
ric on the other, declined on that hand from 
their former dire& courſe vp the hill; whereat 
the Engliſhmen giuing a great ſhoute, cried they 
flicythey fliczthe Scorzes (nppoling their tellowes 
behind them had fled indeede , turned thems - 
ſelues about . The middle barraile, ſceing their 
vantgard out of their courſe, with their faces 
towardes them , imagined thar they had fledde, 
and forth-with caſting downe 'their weapons, . 
and elſe whatſocuer would hinder their eek 
they be-rooke themiclues ( cueric man ) rohis 
Se. F 
In this ſort God gaue thevictory to the Eng- 
liſkw:r , onelic by the working of his dinine 
power, and:not by' either power or pollicic 
of man . The chaſe was continued out-right 
VVeſt-ward 'abour-fiue/miles., vnto Lieth , and 
Wwel-ncre to'the gares'of Edentrongh , diſtanced

which point the Lords ſtood ſtiflie. Ar the 
approachof the army to Zzeth, onthe ſixt daie 
of Aprill, the Frenchmen tothe number of thir- 
reenc hundred, iſſuing our of the towne , tooke 
poſſeſſion of a little Kzole, ( called the Heltes- 
hill) _—_ ro pkeuent the Exeliſbuer from 
incamping there, bur at length the enemy(with 
the loſſe of ſome ſeauen ſcore men, was beaten 
backe to the very gates of the towne. Diuerſe 
Engliſhmen were alſo \laine, and many more 
hurt, but if it had' beene knowne, what aduan- 
tage was offred by the French, their whole pow- 
cr (it was thoughr)mighe therby haue beene vt- 
terly ouerthrowne . VVhile the Lord Grazie 
was at Muckelbrough, onhis way thitherward, 
he ſent Sir [ames Croft and Sir George Howard vn- 
to the Queene, to intreat anabſtinence of warre 
for foure and twenty houres , that in themeane 
time he might make knowne vnto her the cauſe 
ofhis comming inthat manner:andfurther that 


vpon ſome conditions hee would accept of 


peace. The Queene (conſenting herevnto)ſent 
an Harauldto-Lteth ro give knowledge thereof, 
but whether the faulewas inthe meſhinger,or in 
the Frenchmen, the Enzliſbatmie was inforced 
tothe fight : afrer which hee refuſedany more 
parliance , But proceeded to the fjedge -

—Tiab, which was no leſſe valiantly aſſailedby 


the Engliſb,then by the aduerſe partic it was de- 
fended . During which, anaccident happned in 
the rowne, that more indangered and damnitfi- 
cd the enemic in one night, then the aſſailantes 
had done before in twentie. For onthe laſt day 
of Aprill,about two hours before Sun-fet, a ſo- 
daine firearoſe in thetowne, which becing in- 
creaſed by an outragious windethen aloft, con- 
rinued till che next morning, hauing coaſumed 
a great part of the buildings, and amongſt the 
rek certaine common Garners and Store-hou- 
{es , wherein was great prouiſton of corne and 
victualls. Neither were the Eng/:ſhmer flowe 
in. purſuing-the aduantagethereof. For by re- 
mouing their great Ordinance on that {ide the 
rtowne, they beat backe thoſe; which labored to 
uench the fire, andentring the ditches , tooke 
the height of the wall, and ſo egarly aflaulted the 
breaches,that had not the Frenchmen fore-ſeenc 
thedanger they were falne into, and continew- 
all plied their bufineſle ,and ſtood to it man- 
fully on cuery quarter, thatnightes worke( as it 
was thought ) would haue ended the warre for 
that time . The fiedge continucd neere fixe 
weckes longer, in'Which time many loſt their 
lives on both ſides. At one affault( which was 
the ſharpeſtof all the reſt)aneight ſcore Engliſh- 
men were'{laine outright,and not ſo few may- 
med and hurt. Bur ſtill thoroy the cſpeciall ev

and good fore-fight of the Duke of Northfolke 
(thenappointed to remaineinths North-partes 
for the direion of this ſeruice ) their wants 
whatſocuer', were: from timeto time ſupplied. 
The rrenchKaing , vnderftanding into What dil- 
treſſerhe rowne was brought(for the Frenchmen 
were now worne & ouerwericd with continuall 
watching & warding) ſent two Ambaſſadors in- 
to England, County Randonand Monluc Biſhop 
of Yalence, to treat with the Queene for a peace 
with Scorland,his wiues kingdome . For hee held 
tan indgnity to: ſeeke it at his ſubiets handes 
the Scottzſh: Lords. Her Maieſty being not vn- 
willing to-accept of any reaſonable conditions, 
ſo as the French might be remoued,was content 
to aſſociate vnto them Maiſter Secretary Cecl/ 
(afterwards Lord: Bur/ey and high T hin of 
Eneland whileſt hediued;mine honorable good 
Lord and Maiſter ) and Door ##ttor deane of 
Canterbury and Yorke .

land ſhould furniſh them there-with,leauing be- 
hinde them pleadges for their ſafe returne.' That 
Lieth ſhouldbee delinered vp to the Scottes , the 
walles and@ortifications 3 ut it raiſed and 
thrownedowne . That the fortificationereQed 
by the Frenchmen, before the Caſtell of Dumbar, 
ſhould bealſfo caſt downe. Thus much becing 
performed on the French partic , the Engliſhmen 
{hould forth-with breake vp the _oogs and de- 
part, That Mary Queene of Scottes,with the con- 
{ent of her husband , ſhould by an at madeto 
that end, bury in oblivion all attempts and ac- 
tions.done or interpriſed by the Scotr/ſb Lordes 
againſt

againſt ithcir authoritic , from the tenth day 
ot Marche, in the yeare 15 5 8, to the firſt of 
Auguſt this preſent yeare 1 5 &o. which ace 
ſhould bee ratified in Parliament then immedi- 
atlic to bee holden by the eſtates of Scotland, 
with the approbation and allowance of the ſaid 
King and Queene of Fraxce and Scotland. That 
three-ſcore French-men ſhould ſtill abide in the 
Ile of Iuskeith , and as many in the Caſtell of 
Dunbarre , leaſt otherwiſe the Queene might 
ſceme to bee diſpoſſeſſed of the whole King- 
dome . Laſtlie that the King and Queene of 
Frawce and Scotland, ſhould not from thence- 
forth vſurpe the title, or beare the Armes of 
England, {1thence the ſame onely belonged of 
rightto the Queene of England. Whileſt theſe 
Ambaſſadours: were paſſing into Scotland ,the 
Queene Regent deceaſed at INN 
happily gaue readier diſpatch to chis buſineſle, 
Thus was that Nation disburthened of- this 
ſeruitude to the Frenchmen , amongſt wheme 
Monſienr la Broſſe ( one of the chiefe Comman- 
ders vnder the Queene Regent ) aduiſed his 
maiſter the French King ( as by intercepring 
of his Letters wasdiſconered) to haue broughe 
the Nobilitie of Scotland to vtter deſtrution; 
and of their liuings and yeately reuenewes, to 
maintaine a thouſand men of Armes,to keepe 
the commons in perpetiall bondage. Ar the 
Parliament holden in Auguſt following , the 
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Ate of Oblivion( according to the former ar- 
ticles ) was ratified , and the queſtion of Religi- 
on debated, and there-vpon a confeſſion of the 
faith eſtabliſhed and publiſhed. Shortly after, 
the Earle of Morton , the Earle of Glencarne, 
and the young Leird of Led:ngton repayred 
to the Engliſh Court, inthe behalfe of the 0- 
ther Lords, to render thankes to the Queene 
of England tor the great fauour her Maicſtic had 
donethem, in reducing their diſtrefled countrie 
ro a peaceable cſtate, for the which they ac- 
knowledged them-ſelues bound vnto her for 
eucr . In December next., Frencis the French 
King deceaſed, where-vponQueene Afar retur- 
ned into Scotland , the twentith of Auguſt the 
"2561, Summer following,in the yeare 15 61. Preſent- 
lic after Wilkam Metlaine was ſent into England, 
to make knowne her ſafe arriuall , and-to re+ 
commend vnto het Maicſtie moſt kinde faluta- 
tions from the- Queene his. Miſtreſle, and her 
reat defire to continue amitie- and concorde 
weene their kingdomes. 

Then hee preſented to her letters from the 
Lords, , wherein after a due-remembrance of 


thankefvlneſſe for the late. recciued- fauours, 
they humbly intreated. her Maieſtie, not onely 
to. carry her felfe. in-ſuch fort towards their 
Queene, that ſhee might there-by bee mooued 
to continue amitic with her: bur rhat it would. 
pleaſe her , by as ſtraight bands as es: 
fg mgar 
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might bee, ſtill ro binde her more and more 
vnto her , promiſing that for their parts they 
would let fiippe no occalion, as farreas it re- 
ſted in their powers where-by to perpetuate 
the late league berweene the two nations. Fur- 
ther that the moſt aſſured meane, where-by to 
| bury in [= | Atm obliuion the memorie of all 
former difſention, and clearlie to take away all 
occaſion of future quarrell reſted herein, thar 
it would pleaſe her by ae of Parliament ro 
eſtabliſh & ſucceſhon of the crowne of Eng- 
land (for want of iſſue of her owne body) vpon 
the Queene their Miſtreſſe, who in bloud was 
next vnto it: Hauing exrires by ſundry argu- 
ments and examples, that this their requeſt was 
both iuſt and agreeable to the praftiſe of the 
Kings ouer both theſe nations in former times, 
hee concladed that their Queene expeRed thar 
fauour ather hands. Here-vnto the Queene of 
England anſwered. looked for another kinde of 
Ambaſſage from your Queene, I maruell ſhee 
hath forgotten , what at length ſhee promiſed 
before her departure out of Fraxce , which was 
to ratifie the peace made at Leeth , and that 
immediatly after her returne into Scotland , I 
ſhould beecertificd thereof, 
I have now long enough (ſaid her Maieſtie) 
beene fed with faire words, it is high time ( if 


your Queene regard her credir with vs)that her 
deeds beanſwerable ther-vnto.The Ambaſſado 
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in-her excuſe anſwered; that he was ſent out of 
Scotland within few dayes after their Queenes

blemen, for the more part vnknowne vnto her : 
neither were they all come at his departure, 
whoſe aduice it was fitte ſhee ſhould: vic in' a 
matter of that importance ( eſpecially touch- 
ing the eſtabliſhing of Religion , which how 
difficul a point it was, (hee her ſclte knew by 
experience ) and without whoſe conſents ſhee 
neither could nor- ought to-conclude of any 
thing . 'The Queence of England beeing heere- 
with more Cd ART What needeth(1 
pray you) any-further conſultation ro effect 
that , where-vnto: your -Queene hath alrcady 
bound her ſelfe by her hand and ſeale > what an+ 
fwere I ſhould make here-ynto{(ſayd hee ) for 
the preſent I know not, having receined no 
warrant herein from our Queene, who looked 
not that this point ſhould haue beene ſo farre 
vrged now. This is all I canfay vatoar: Your 
Maicſtie may eaſilye ſee , what iuft occaftion 
ſhee now hath, to deferre thatbuſtneſle varill a 
more conuenient tune, when as I doubt nor, 
but you ſhall bee! better-fatisfied .. After fome 
Fa ſpeech, her Maieſtie comming' tothe 
moſt mareriall point of this ambaſſage , I well 
re\nember (ſaith ſhee) what you hauc deliuered

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of Enoland. 
Scotland,in the behalfe of your Queene. Firſt chat 
ſhee is the next vnto vs1n bloud, and therefore 
I ſhould ſhew greateſt affetion and loue to- 
wards her,which wee neither will nor can denie. 
For the whole world can witneſle with vs, that 
inall our ations we neuer attempted any thing 
againſt the good and ſaferic of her ſelfe or other 
kingdome; that when ſhe claimed and chalenged 
our kingdome , and viurped the armes of the 
ſame,yer neuer-the-leſle wee could not bee per- 
{waded , but that it preceeded rather from ſome 
bad counſell about way then trom her ſelfe . But 
how-ſo-cuer it was, wee hope (hee ſhall not bee 
able to take our Crowne from vs, or fromm 
iſſue, if I leaue any ſuchto ſucceed vs. If L dye 
with-out children, ſhee ſhall not finde any thing 
done by vs, that may preiudice her right to the 
Crowne of England. What that is, wee neuer 
yet thought ir needfull to examine , neither 
purpoſe wee heerce-after to trouble our ſelfe 
there-with-all , but wee leauc it to them, to 
whom it pertaineth to looke vnto it. 

If your Queenes title bee good, wee will no 
way 1mpairc the ſame . And I call GOD to 
witneſſe that for our part , wee knowe none, 
next my ſelfe , whome I preterre therein be- 
fore her, or ( it the matter ſhould come inque- 
ſtion ) can exclude her. Vho bee the compe- 
titours you knowe ( fayd thee ,) well cnough.

vnto vs, in your Oration from the Nobilitie of 
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Bur what are they ( poore ſoules ) to attewpt a 


thing ſo farre abque their ſtrength ? After ſome 
ſpeach more of the meane eſtate of thoſe Ladies 
(all being the iflue of the Lady Mary, ſecond 
Daughter to King Henry the ſeauenth) at length 
ſhe concludee, that this their requeſt was a mart- 
ter of a very great weight,and thatſhe had neuer 
yetentred into any due con(ideration thereof, 
and therefore it was requiſite, ſhee ſhould haue 
longer time to chinks Sonar of it. After ſome 
tew dayes , ſhee called the Ambaſſadour againe 
vnto her,and told him, ſhee could not finde our, 
what the meaning of the Lords was, to make 
this petition ſo preſently after their Queenes 
returne home,eſpecially knowing, that the occa- 
ſionof the former greeuances was not yet taken 
away , what other thing is it ( ſaid ſhe ) they re- 
quire, bur that not-with-ſtanding the manifeſt 

wrong offeredvs , we ſhould without further ſa- 

tisfaction,gratific their Queene in yeelding to a 

point of that importance ? if they take this 

courſe( ſaid ſhe) let them know , that we haue 

as good meanes as they , both at home and 

abroad, whereby to hold our right. The Am- 

baſſadour anſwered,that their Jck re hereinpro- 

ceededfroma care they had, nor onely to fur- 

ther the aduancement of their Queene : bur, 

that which touched chem nearer,ouer their own 

eſtates , which by any trouble arifing hereafter 
there-abour, might happily fall into danger of 
an 
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an vtter ruine. That the Lords were imboldned 
the more freely and plainly co impart their 
mindes vnto her, by the experience they haue 
had of her Maicſtics good affection towards 
them, and of the care thee had alwayes ſhewed 
ouer the continuance of their preſent eſtates, 
and therefore hee hoped, thee would make the 
belt conſtructions of their meanings towards 
her, in this their petition, proceeding vpon ſo 
neceſſary conliderations. It wee had (ſaid ſhe) 
attempted any thing, hurtfull co your Queenes 
ticle,then had they had good cauſeto haue moo- 
ued vs to take ſome other more moderate re- 
uenge. Butto perſwade me to haue ( as it were ) 
my winding ſheete layde before me, whileT liue, 
is ſucha petition, as was neuer yet made to any 
Prince. Neuer-the-lefſe wee. doe not miſlike 
their honeſt meaning herein, eyther inreſpe& 
of the good towards their Queene or them- 
ſelues. For, wee muſt confeſle, it would coft 
many men on borh ſides their lives , if happily 
any aduerſe partic amongſt thoſe compett- 
tours ſhould oppoſe her lelfe againit your 
Queene. But who ſhould ſhee bee? or what 
meanes can ſhee make ? 

Well, letting this doubt paſle, wherein there 
1s no. doubt to bee made, admit wee were incli- 
nable vato that they defire, would wee, thinke 
you, be drawne vnto it,thereby to grattfie thoſe 
Noblemen, rather then your Queene her ſelte? 


-- 
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ſurely no. But there bee many moe reaſons then 
yet I haue made , to keepe vs from yeelding 
there-vnto. After ſhee had in-along diſcourle 
declared, what ſhee had oblerued borh particu- 
lerlie in the diſpoſition of her owne ſubiects : 


and more generally in the corrupt nature of 


man-kind, and with-all had alledged ſundric ex- 
amples in other Chriſtian kings , how icalous 
they haue beene cuen ouer their owne Children,
